Cancer Vaccine Developed 


DETROIT (AP) 
— Wayne 
State University medical re- 
searchers say they may have 
discovered a way to treat can­ 
cer by vaccination. 
Results they claim io r a four- 
year program so far include: 
— Two cancer patients, ear­ 
lie r given up as hopeless cases, 
completely freed of their tu­ 
m ors. 
— Eight others once consid­ 
ered beyond help still alive, 
their cancers either halted or 
growing more slowly. 
— 
Two 
patients with ad- 


vanced tum ors, their lives be­ 
lieved prolonged by the treat­ 
ments. 
Others among the 20 patients 
treated 
showed no improve­ 
ment, said Dr. Paul L . Wolf, 
Wayne State professor of pa­ 
thology and director of experi­ 
mental pathology at the Detroit 
Institute of Cancer Research. 
Failure in these cases, Dr. 
Wolf said, probably came be­ 
cause the disease was too far 
advanced and the patient’s body 
no longer capable of producing 
cancer-fighting antibodies.

leadership vowed to keep up 
demonstrations until the UJS.- 
backed junta quits. 
’’Only when our aspirations 
are met and our demands satis­ 
fied will there be no more dem­ 
onstrations,” the 
country’s 
most powerful monks declared 
in a joint statement Sunday. 
In militant tones echoing their 
declarations of political war on 
the government ofthelate P res­ 
ident 
Ngo Dinh Diem three 
years ago, the Buddhists ac­ 
cused the regime of lying, irre ­ 
sponsibility and placing ’’too 
many obstacles” in the way of 
civilian rule. 
At a news conference in Sai­ 
gon, the monks asked the nation 
to rally behind the ’’Viet Nam 
Buddhist Forces,” a new anti­ 
government political action or­ 
ganization created by them. 
They were asked if a popular 
civilian government might seek 
peace with the Communists and 
order the withdrawal of UJS. 
forces. Thich Thien Minh, co­ 
leader of the Viet Nam Buddhist 
Forces and chairman of the mil­ 
itant 
Buddhist 
Youth 
Move­ 
ment, replied: 
” If that is what the people 
want, then that is what they 
will get. We want to fulfill the 
aspirations of the people.” 
The Buddhist leaders denied 
they were anti-American or re­ 
sponsible for the attacks on in­ 
dividual Americans by rioting, 
Buddhist-led youths in Saigon 
last week. ’’The monks involved 
were just letting off steam ,” 
they said. ’’We abide by nonvi­ 
olence.” 
They accused the Ky govern­ 
ment of destroying ’’the demo­ 
cratic spirit in Viet Nam” by 
promising elections no earlier 
than next year. They said elec­ 
tions could be held right away. 
The Buddhists said the pacifi­ 
cation and reconstruction pro­ 
gram s 
warmly 
endorsed by 
President Johnson at his Hono­ 
lulu meeting with Ky in Febru­ 
ary 
could move ahead only 
‘‘with strong provincial and cen­ 
tral governments.” 
” We can get this with general 
elections, the elections we have 
demanded for three years,” 
they said. “ In this way we can 
make the whole country stable 
and prevent opportunists from 
making headway.” 
The overwhelming majority of 
South Viet Nam's more than 14 
million people are at least nomi­ 
nally Buddhists, although Ro­ 
man Catholics comprise about 
10 per cent of the population. 
There 
are also 
important 
minority religious sects. 
The government charged that 
the Viet Cong had been instruc­ 
ted by the National Liberation 
Front’s Central Committee to 
take advantage of the unrest. A 
government intelligence source 
was quoted by the official Viet 
Nam P ress as saying that on 
March 12 the committee or­ 
dered Viet Cong agents to em­ 
phasize political agitation **by 
Instigating the population to top­ 
ple the government.” 
A slackening in UJS. ground 
operations coincided with the 
political uncertainty in Saigon, 
but an American spokesman 
said new operations were being 
planned. 
Government 
forces 
reported repulsing a Commu­ 
nist attack on a Special Forces 
camp in Kien Tuong Province 
about 45 miles west of Saigon 
near the Cambodian border.

In the Democratic prim ary, 
Rep. Robert B. Duncan has 
jumped into the senatorial nom­ 
ination race with an announce­ 
ment of all-out support for John­ 
son’s course. 
Howard Morgan, a member of 
the Federal Power Commission 
in the Kennedy administration, 
is 
in 
the 
contest with the 
claimed support of Sen. Wayne 
Morse, D-Ore., outspoken dis­ 
senter to the Johnson war poli­ 
cies. 
Prim ary voting takes place 
May 3 in Alabama, Florida, In­ 
diana, Ohio, Oklahoma and New 
Mexico. 
In Alabama, which has seen 
some switching 
by 
local of­ 
ficials from the Democratic to 
Republican 
parties, 
M rs. 
George C. Wallace is trying for 
the Democratic nomination for 
governor, for which her hus­ 
band is barred 
from running 
again. 
Republicans 
think that the 
Democrats may come out of 
this contest so di sorganized that 
GOP Rep. Jam es D. Martin 
could win the governorship in 
the till elections. They are hop­ 
ing any such result might in­ 
crease their 5-3 margin over 
Democrats in House seats. 
Democratic 
Sen.

J . 
Sparkman has no prim ary elec­ 
tion opposition but may face a 
tough Republican challenge in 
November. 
Gov. John B. Connally. a sup­ 
porter of the President’s Viet 
Nam course who is at odds with 
his old friend Johnson on some 
domestic issues, is counted as 
certain of winning renomination 
in the May 7 Texas prim ary. 
In Nebraska, on May 10, Gov. 
Frank B. Morrison is likely to 
become the Democratic nomi­ 
nee to oppose GOP Sen. Carl T. 
Curtis in what would be billed 
as a liberal vs. conservative 
general election contest. Cur­ 
tis, a conservative, has 
sup­ 
ported Johnson’s war policies.

Eighteen young Irish militants 
started a hunger strike today 
as their nation celebrated the 
50th anniversary of 
the 
E aster uprising. 
The youths said they would 
fast from noon today until 3:45 
p.m. Saturday, recalling the 
duration of the bloody 1916 re­ 
bellion crushed by the British. 
The uprising eventually led to 
the creation of the Irish Repub­ 
lic. 
Ireland has no cause to cele­ 
brate, the hunger strikers said. 
They accused the Irish govern­ 
ment of betraying revolutionary 
ideals by letting Gaelic die out 
and by tolerating Ireland’s par­ 
tition and economic dependence 
on Britain. 


The hunger strikers included 
several Dublin University stu­ 
dents and six supporters from 
Belfast in the north. They a re 
m embers of a fringe organiza­ 
tion of the Gaelic revival move­ 
ment called Misneach — Cour­ 
age. 


Inside Dublin’s main post of­ 
fice, Joe Clarke, 84, revisited 
the place where he participated 
in 
the uprising and laid a 
wreath at the foot of the Cuchu- 
lainn statue, which is dedicated 
to a legendary figure symboliz­ 
ing Ireland. The wreath carried 
the words, “ To the forgotten 
ideals of 1916.” 


Despite the protests, 
there 
were no outbreaks of nationalist 
violence. 
Stargazer Satellite Fails 
After Two Days in Orbit 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— “ W e're heartbroken,” saida 
space agency spokesman in an­ 
nouncing the failure of Ameri­ 
ca's Stargazer satellite after 
only two days in orbit. 


For an unknown reason, the 
orbiting astronomical observ­ 
atory (OAO) lost all its battery 
power Sunday, and the two-ton 
satellite whirled silently and 
uselessly around the globe. 
It never had a chance to exer­ 
cise its 10 telescopes, which as­ 
tronom ers had hoped would un­ 
lock secrets of the stars and 
perhaps provide clues to the 
origin of the universe. 
Scientists 
had 
worked for 


years to perfect OAO, the first 
astronom ical observatory ever 
sent into space. All were disap­ 
pointed at the fiiilure but said 
they hoped it would teach them 
lessons about the second OAO, 
scheduled for launching early in 
1967. 
The lessons will be costly. The 
satellite, one ofthe heaviest and 
the most complex unmanned 
payload ever launched by the 
United States, had a price tag of 
about $50 million. The Atlas- 
Agena rocket that hoisted it 
from Cape Kennedy Friday cost 
about $12 million. Several thou­ 
sand dollars were added to the 
cost by five postponements of 
the flight.

SANTO DOMINGO, 
Domin­ 
ican Republic (a P) — Juan 
Bosch, self-styled spokesman 
for the Dominican Republic’s 
underprivileged, may soon have 
a second chance as president of 
his troubled nation. 
Cheering delegates nominated 
the 56-year-old writer-philoso- 
pher Sunday as the presidential 
candidate of the Dominican Rev­ 
olutionary party in the June 
elections. 
Bosch, whose followers trig­ 
gered the 1965 revolution in 
which the United states inter­ 
vened, is considered the front 


runner in a contest expected to 
include at least three other ma­ 
jor presidential aspirants. 
Bosch couches his speeches in 
sim ple folksy language that ap­ 
peals to the common man. 
His upper-class critics see 
distortion, bitterness and vin­ 
dictiveness woven skillfully into 
his oratory. But in the neigh­ 
borhood grocery stores, bars 
and fruit stands, the ordinary 
folk cluster transfixed around 
their 
radios 
when 
Bosch 
speaks. 
Bosch is a political paradox. 
A left-of-center liberal, he is 


damned by other liberals while 
conservatives are among his 
staunchest 
partisans.

WASHINGTON — A backstage 
struggle is raging between the 
Justice Department 
and the 
Federal 
Trade Commission 
over 
enforcing the antitrust 
laws. 
The 
trade commission has 
tried to block the expansion of 
such corporate giants as Proc­ 
ter and Gamble, General Foods 
and 
National 
Tea. 
But the 
Justice 
Department has re­ 
fused to act. In fact the anti­ 
trust division has become about 
the deadest division in Justice. 
Attorney General Katzenbach 
and Donald Turner, his anti­ 
trust chief, have contended that 
sheer size is not in Itself il­ 
legal. 
The Federal Trade Commis­ 
sion has warned, however, that 
in another 10 years, 200 com­ 
panies only will control two- 
thirds of all American manu­ 
facturing. 
Real reason the Justice De­ 
partment is dragging its feet 
is 
that 
President Johnson 
doesn't 
want to upset his 
romance with big business. The 
President 
personally 
has 
passed the word that he doesn't 
want antitrust cases pressed 
too vigorously. 
EXPLOSIVE REPORT 
Gathering dust in the House 
Judiciary Committee is a re­ 
port on Negro voting, which is 
likely to cause a minor ex­ 
plosion if published. It warns 
that Negro voting in the South 
this year will be disappointing. 
It also blasts the Justice De­ 
partment for failing to enforce 
the new Civil Rights Laws. 
The report also takes a sting­ 
ing wallop at Congress for fail­ 
ing to vote enough money to 
enforce the laws.

Note: One Important section of 
the Kastenmeier report shows 
that the Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare has been 
negligent by doling out funds to 
southern schools which remain 
segregated. This is in violation 
of the law. HEW has ladled 
out the money to southern school 
districts on receipt of a pledge 
that they would desegregate, 
but hasn’t followed up to see 
whether the pledge was car­ 
ried out. In many cases, ac­ 
cording to the buried civil rights 
report, the pledge was never 
fulfilled. 
PAN AMERICAN DEMOCRACY 
Three years ago, Venezuela 
was being constantly bombed 
and terrorized by Castro agents 
in an attempt to disrupt its gov­ 
ernment and establish Commu­ 
nism In that oil -and-lron-rlch 
country. 
This was headline 
news. But when peace and pros­ 
perity prevail it isn't news. 
Today (April 11) it is not 
sensational news that a Vene­ 
zuelan leader, Dr. Jesus Paz 
Gallarraga, arriving in Wash­ 
ington is one reason for the 


placid march of democracy in 
Venezuela. 
Dr. Paz is secretary of the 
Action Democratic party nowin 
power and part of a system 
whereby members of this party 
as well as opposition leaders 
all have a voice in govern­ 
ment. 
Once a month, Action Demo­ 
cratic Party leaders in the 
provincial towns hold local 
meetings and send their com­ 
plaints to Caracas. Sometimes 
they present their complaints 
personally to the 
President.

Betancourt, the sessions could 
be stormy. Romulo rapped his 
pipe on his chair, walked round 
the room, sometimes sputtered 
and stormed. Sessions with

Leonl are 
more 
serene. 
Opposition leaders also confe^ 
with the President of Venezuela, 
usually are less turbulent than 
his own Action Democratic fol­ 
lowers. The latter are rougher 
on the President than Demo­ 
cratic senators are on Presi­ 
dent Johnson over Viet Nam.

Hoffa Outracing All Other Un­ 
ions In Drive to Organize White 
Collar Workers 
Washington, D. C.: — Word 
that 24 New York City hospitals 
might have their blood plasma, 
surgical instruments, oxygen, 
medicines and food supplies cut 
off 
by the local Teamsters 
startled the unusually placid 
Hoffa headquarters here. 
The mood has been contem­ 
plative. 
The 
conversation 
rather wistfully centered on the 
cool weather which dealt cruelly 
with the cherry blossoms. 
What Jim Hoffa wanted even 
less than being invited to a 
banquet in honor of Robert Ken­ 
nedy was to be charged with 
warring on hospitals. He knew 
he would be, though his mili­ 
tant New York brethern had 
not consulted him. 
Ordinarily, a little picket rat­ 
tling would not disturb “Jimmie 
H.” But today it is not good for 
the image — currently so much 
better than it has been that 
his Teamsters' 
Brotherhood 
now is the most successful 
unionizer of white and “gray” 
collar workers in the land. 
And that is a mighty good 
image-measurer. The Team­ 
sters have had more white col­ 
lar union election wins than any 
other industrial labor organl- 
z ation. Hoffa has been outscored 
in white collar gains only by 
the small Office and Profes­ 
sional Employes led by Howard 
Coughlin, 
or? of the 
“new 
breed” of labor leaders. 
But Mr. Coughlin basically is 
in a field apart from the in­ 
dustrial area in which Hoffa is 
specializing and concentrating. 
Last year, for example, Cough­ 
lin, after a 5-day strike, signed 
up 700 white collar employes 
of the Diners’ Club. 
to the Industrial field, Hoffa 
has outscored LW. Abel's Steel­ 
workers, Walter Reuther*s Auto 
Workers and Paul Jennings' 
Electrical Workers. 
Only once did Hoffa's brethren 
depart from their policy of 
unionizing 
the offices “out 
front” at the big plants. This 
was a new venture which netted 
the teamsters art workers in 
New York's Intellectual milieu. 
This is just the beginning of 
the Teamsters'foraying Into the 
desk sets. 
At the massiveJulyconventton 
the organizing funds for the 
white and new “gray” collar 


drives will be beefed up. Thou­ 
sands of delegates will be re-1 
minded that the International 
Brotherhood is ready to match 
locals dollar for dollar in the 
drives for new clerical, pro­ 
fessional, technical and “gray” 
collar campaigns. 
By 1967 the Teamsters will 
be knocking on office doors at 
hundreds of companies whose 
drivers and warehouse men have 
long been unionized. 
The “ grays” are the newest 
arrivals on the labor front, to 
Hoffa's parlance, they are a 
cross-breeding of white and 
blue collar employes, sired by 
cybernetics. 
They are not clerical nor are 
they manual workers. They are 
the automated people. 
Some, 
for 
example, walk 
around 
newly electron-ized 
warehouses in the Cleveland 
area with remote control chest 
consoles. They work like the 
hand gadgets which switch TV 
channels from a distance. There 
are no wires. Just electrical 
impulses. 
The man, or woman, with the 
mobile control simply reads an 
order in a huge grocery ware­ 
house, pushes buttons on the 
chest set, and hundreds of pack­ 
ages in distant parts of the 
vast 
stockroom 
are auto­ 
matically selected, piled up and 
headed for the truck-loading 
area. 
And then there are the air- 
cushton pallets. 
, The stock, 
selected elec­ 
tronically, 
often 
is swung 
magically onto these loading 
boards which have no wheels. 
It is raised and -moved 
by 
compressed air rising out of 
floor vents somewhat like a 
hydrofoil vessel — except that 
the air comes from below. 
The “ gray” collar man or 
woman plays the chest control 
buttons, manipulating air jets by 
remote control — and directs 
the pallet to Hie loading plat­ 
form. 
This is the future. And Hoffa 
hopes to ride with it by unioniz­ 
ing the avant garde of automa­ 
tion — the scores of thousands 
in and behind the front office. 
But It takes Imagery as well 
as imagination and money and 
manpower. The latter three are 
available for “Jimmie” at the 
touch of a button. 
But not the image — not even 
in cherry blossom time.

NEW YORK AP — President 
Johnson Is using his persuiw 
slveness in an attempt to swing 
businessmen into line behind hie 
war on inflation. 
The President has used pres* 
sure, he has called businessmen 
on the phone and he has enter» 
tained them at a White Houss 
dinner. 
All of these means have been 
employed to get his messags 
across* Hold the line against 
price 
and wage increases be­ 
yond the guidelines his Admin­ 
istration has set up. 
The big question; How suc­ 
cessful is he going to be with 
the economy booming and the 
Viet Nam war increasing pres­ 
sure? 
The 
administration 
and its 
economists feel that the econ­ 
omy with its twin pressures is 
in danger of overheating and 
generating inflation. 
One of the first developments 
that brought presidential pres­ 
sure was the increase in alum­ 
inum and copper prices. John­ 
son immediately announced that 
a substantial amount of these 
metals would be released from 
the national stockpile to hold 
prices steady. 
The result was that both in­ 
dustries rolled back their in­ 
creases. 
In each case the administra­ 
tion made it plain that it con­ 
sidered price increase not only 
unwarranted but 
unpatriotic 
while the Viet Nam war was 
being pressed. 
Then the tobacco industry an­ 
nounced a wholesale price in­ 
crease for cigarettes that would 
have been reflected in a boost of 
about a cent a package at retail. 
Johnson let it be known that 
he did not consider this hike in 
the interest of the consumers. 
The industry halved its price 
increase and this was accep­ 
table. 
The President next turned his 
attention to curtailing corporate 
expenditures for plant expan­ 
sion and modernization as a 
means of heading off inflation. 
He turned to his telephone 
technique and called 25 to 30 
businessmen to ask them to cut 
back on these expenditures. 
Then he called 150 of the na­ 
tions's top businessmen to the 
White House for a dinner at 
which he again urged a slow­ 
down on capital spending. 
He was reported to have re­ 
ceived 
considerable support. 
Half a dozen companies later 
publicly said they would heed.

feel part of Cole County until 
they have taken the round trip 
across the Osage. It's a good 
Sunday excursion, and an op­ 
portunity to let the children ex­ 
perience something of an ear- 
lier-and fast-fading-era. 
Until a decade ago, the ferry 
was a single-lane wooden barge. 
Its owners and operators, Le­ 
roy and Urban Strope, then 
converted to a two-lane steel 
barge capable of hauling six 
vehicles. 
It is powered across the wa­ 
te r by an 85 h.p. tug, and kept 
on course by a steel cable to 
foil the sometimes frisky cu r­ 
rents. In flood periods, the fer­ 
ry sometimes has to shut down 
until the high water subsides. 
The fare is 50 cents one way, 
75 cents round trip. Another 25 
cents is assessed against truck­ 
ers. 


It opens at 5 a.m. and closes 
about 1 a.m. on weekdays. On 
weekends, it stays open another 
hour. 
Since the Strope brothers took 
over its operation in 1951, there 
have been no serious accidents. 
About a year before, however, 
an ill-fated motorist rounded 
the bend late at night, drove 
onto the ferry and off—into the 
murky waters which claimed 
his life. 
What's going to happen to the 
St. Thomas Ferry when the 
bridge opens about July 1? 
Its owners say they have re ­ 
ceived some offers. One pros­ 
pective buyer is considering 
deploying the old workhouse to 
the Lake of the Ozarks. 
In the meantime, up until the 
day when the new bridge opens, 
she'll stay at her muddy post, 
eager to serve. 


When St. Thomas residents 
finally are able to traverse the 
Osage via the new 1,120 foot, 
two-lane bridge, the St. Thomas 
F erry will be no more. 
And despite the convenience, 
m otorists are Hit sly to peer 
over the rail to the river bank 
below—and m iss the sight that 
had become a little bit of their 
own history.

The aircraft enters the traf­ 
fic pattern, and all thoughts 
are in the cockpit, helping the " 
pilot to land this precious car­ 
go. Out at the end of the strip, 
a truck waits. It is from the 
Postal Unit, and it will take 
the bags of mail that are from 
various companies on the base, 
and distribute them to the in­ 
dividual company mail clerks. 
Here in our own company, 
all eyes turn towards the Order­ 
ly room 
tent, and anxiously 
await 
the appearance 
of the 
605th. mail clerk. "Why doesn't 
he go after the mail, doesn't he 
know the plane is here?" asked 
one soldier. "Maybe they've 
already called him and told him 
no one in the whole company 
got mail,” another answ ers. 
"That can't be true, somebody 
has to get something," some­ 
one else rem arks. 
Finally, after what seems like 
an eternity, the mail clerk ap­ 
pears. He seems aware of the 
attention directed towards him, 
and squinting at the sun, 
he 
strolls over to his jeep, much 
like a Broadway Star crossing 
a spotlighted stage. 
It takes almost an hour and 
half to get the mail from the 
central distribution point, and 
everyone works at a fever pitch 
to make the time pass. 
Now! They hear the Jeep com­ 
ing back, and everyone looks up 
calculating the amount of mail. 
"Hey. He's got 
3 bags I" one 
man yells. "No he doesn't, that 
one bag is empty. It's just 
laying across the gun mount. 
But he has two full bags." He 
calls out. That is a good sign, 
and everyones' spirit is picked 
u p considerably. 
The mail clerk, perhaps rev­ 
elling in the fact that so much 
anticipation and hope is focused 
on him now, begins to sort the 
mall. Time hangs heavy for the 
next hour, like the slowing of 
the hours on Christmas Eve. 
Then, "MAIL CALL!" 
All pretense is dropped, and 
the men run over to the mail 
area. The mail clerk begins 
to call off the names. "HERE!” 
someone barks happily, as he 
hears his name, "Yo -RIGHT 
HERE- THAT'S ME!” come 
from all sides. 
Finally, mail call is over, and 
the men walk away, absorbed 
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in a world of their own. 
TTiere are two kinds of letter 
readers. Some open them quick­ 
ly, and read them hungrily, 
slaking 
their 
immediate 
thirst. Others horde them, pre­ 
ferring to wait until they are in 
a quiet, private place where 
they can open them liesurely, 
read them 
slowly, escaping 
tem porarily from the heat, dirt, 
mosquitoes, 
rain, loneliness, 
and fear which is Viet Nam. 
I personally, am rather a com­ 
bination of the two, in that I 
open them and read them quick­ 
ly, then go back over them later, 
turning each phrase in my mind, 
weigh each word, and digest 
them slowly, and thoroughly. 
There are one or tow who nev­ 
er go to mail call, because 
they know they never get any 
mail. I feel very sorry for 
them, and try to avoid looking 
at them during mail call. Every­ 
one should have someone to 
write to them. 
Finally, the all encompassing 
thirst is quenched, and tensions 
are eased, and the long 24 
hour vigil until the next mail 
call begins.

No Delay for 
River Bridge 
Johnson Administration 
Quiet about Tri Quang 


RACE RELATIONS 
If there Is one thing the War­ 
ren Court has been most dog­ 
matic about, and frequently un­ 
animous, it is that since the 
United 
States 
Constitution 
makes no distinction between 
races, nobody else ought to be 
able to do so either. Although 
this invention is a mere decade 
old, the Court treats it as ii 
it had been inscribed on the 
original 
Ten Commandments 
which Moses brought down from 
Mt. Sinai. This year, the Court 
was able to welcome the par­ 
ticipation of Congress in the 
new dogma. 
In Heart of Atlanta Motel, 
Inc. v. United States, the Court 
upheld a district court decision 
that Congress could constitu­ 
tionally forbid racial discrim­ 
ination 
by 
motels which so­ 
licited interstate patronage. In 
the companion case of Katzen- 
bach v. McClung, the Court re­ 
versed 
a 
district 
court’s 
decision, 
and 
held 
that a 
Birmingham Bar-B-Q, not on 
an interstate highway and serv­ 
ing local patrons only, most of 
whom would be lost by racial 
integration, could nevertheless 
constitutionally be required to 
serve Negroes because some of 
its meat came from Kansas. 
So eager was the Court to make 
certain that nobody could have 
any doubts about the constitu­ 
tionality of Title II of the Civil 
Rights 
Act of 1964, 
that it 
brushed aside a substantial pro­ 
cedural objection raised by the 
government in the second case 
in order to avoid dismissing 
the case without reaching the 
merits. 
The Court had no trouble find­ 
ing that the Atlanta motel was 
engaged in an Interstate busi­ 
ness and thus fell within the 
power of Congress to regulate. 
The only substantial argument 
made by the motel owner was 
a generalized argument based 
upon his putative right to do 
business free from regulation 
under the due process clause of 
the Fifth Amendment. This the 
Court brushed 
aside on the 
grounds that since most of the 
States had such laws, and the 
laws had not previously been 
challenged successfully in those 
cases which the Court had heard 
in the prior fifteen years, there­ 
fore, a sure guide to interpret 
the Fifth Amendment enacted in 
1791 could be found from this, 
and hence that no conflict with 
the Fifth Amendment ex late Í; 
Of course, nothing remotely 
contemporaneous with the Fifth 
Amendment was cite^ let alone 
discussed. 
To make doubly certain that 
every conceivable 
argument 
against the statue was covered^ 
for all time, the court even re­ 
futed an obviously inapplicable 
argument based on the provision 
against 
“ involuntary servi­ 
tude” in the Thirteenth Amend­ 
ment. Of course, the Thirteenth 
Amendment quite clearly cov­ 
ers individuals and not cor­ 
porations, but to have disposed 
of the argument on this ground, 
which 
was urged in the So­ 
licito r-General’s brief, would 
have left the point open for 
other cases. The court made 
certain to lay this point at rest 
by holding that since ancient 
common 
law 
required inn­ 
keepers to serve all customers 
without discrimination, there­ 
fore “ it is difficult to believe 
that the Amendment was in­ 
tended to abrogate this prin­ 
ciple.” 
The 
court failed to 
notice that the most recent 
Canadian holds that a 20th Cen­ 
tury motel is not an 18th Century 
inn and can, by common-law 


principles, 
refuse 
to serve 
Negroes, and that, at any rate, 
if the Thirteenth Amendment 
did not abrogate the common 
law, 
then 
not only 
was it 
nugatory, but peonage and other 
clearly forbidden forms of com­ 
pulsory labor must still be per­ 
missible.

Two Changes in 
Egg Rules 


JEFFERSON 
CITY — Two 
changes in Missouri egg law 
regulations ordered by Dexter 
Davis, state commissioner of 
agriculture, will become effec­ 
tive May 15. A hearing on the 
proposed changes was held here 
Feb. 23. 
One regulation would require 
that all egg cartons, including 
those for bulk eggs, must show 
either the name and address 
or the approved identification 
number of the egg dealer and 
the date when the eggs were 
graded. 
The second regulation would 
require that all eggs from the 
time they are packed until they 
reach the customer, be kept at 
a temperature not to exceed 60 
degrees fahrenheit. 
Commissioner Davis said “ we 
feel that the regulations will 
benefit Missouri’s egg dealers 
and at the same time provide 
consumers with the best qual­ 
ity eggs possible within the 
framework of our existing law.”

WASHINGTON — Congress­ 
man Paul C. Jones of Kennett 
said Sunday night that the ad­ 
ministration’s efforts to halt 
inflation are not likely to inter­ 
fere with plans for the pro­ 
posed Mississippi River bridge 
at Caruthersvllle but added that 
he was not aware of a shortage 
of funds for the Interstate pro­ 
gram as reported Saturday by 
the 
Sc ripps-Howard 
news­ 
papers. 
In a telephone interview with 
the Caruthersvllle Journal, the 
Congressman from Missouri’s 
10th District stated that he felt 
it is President Johnson’s inten­ 
tion to cut spending in less pres­ 
sing fields, if there are to be 
any cutbacks to curb the In­ 
flationary trend. 
Rep. Jones said the reduction 
in spending would most likely 
come in programs requiring 
special appropriations and are 
considered not of immediate 
necessity. The national highway 
program has 
already been 
funded, he added, and therefore 
is not a prime target of the 
budget trimming. 
He went on, however, to add 
that he was not aware of the 
information contained in the 
news dispatches from Washing­ 
ton which said the Interstate 
program is $8 billion behind and 
the 1972 completion date might 
have to be set back three years. 
The report published in Satur­ 
day’s Press-Scimitar said the 
amount needed to complete the 
federal highway network may 
rise to $12 billion as the result 
of spiraling costs of labor and 
construction. R stated that in 
view of the national economic 
situation the Congress is not 
anxious to increase highway- 
user taxes. While it did not 
state it, the article inferred 
that 
the Interstate program 
might be delayed but did not 
indicate that any of it is to be 
eliminated. 
Congressman Jones said he 
was not in a position to com­ 
ment about the information in 
the article since he was not - 
aware of the fiscal status of 
the program but went on to say 
that he is confident that 
the 
Caruthersvllle bridge is not in 
jeopardy. He based this on the 
fact that the bridge and other 
Interstate projects have already 
been funded.

Johnson 
administration isn’t 
saying much — if it knows 
much —- about the secretive 
monk, Thich Tri Quang, the 
man behind the Buddhists’ ef­ 
forts to throw out the govern­ 
ment of Premier Nguyen Cao 
Ky in South Viet Nam. 
But at this moment Tri Quang 
is the most important man and 
force in that country and, 
despite all the American efforts 
to the contrary, in the end could 
be responsible for turning it 
over to the Communists. 
Undersecretary 
of 
State 
George W. Ball on television 
Sunday dismissed the turmoil 
and rioting in South Viet Nam 
as simply the “ evidence of a 
political process at work.” All 
Mictions, he said, are deter* 
mined to resist Communist ag­ 
gression from North Viet Nam. 
But Sunday the Buddhist lead­ 
ers indicated Bali was seeing 
the situation a little too simply. 
At a news conference Buddhist 
officials said they ha velost con­ 
fidence in Ky’s government and 
have vowed to form a caretaker 
government to organize general 
elections. 
Asking if they envisioned an 
elected 
civilian 
government 
seeking peace with the Viet 
Cong and asking the United 
States to pull out of Viet Nam, a 
Buddhist 
spokesman replied: 
“ If that is what the people want, 
then that is what they will get. 
We want to fulfill the aspira­ 
tions of the people.” 
First, a little background. Ho 
Chi Minh, Communist leader of 
North Viet Nam, is the best 
known figure in that country, 
north and south. To many he is 
a hero, to all a legend while still 
living. He has been a fighting 
leader 20 years. 
If open elections were tomor­ 
row in both Viet Nams, Ho Chi 
Minh would seem to have the 
best chance of winning, particu­

Quang’s chief religious and po­ 
litical teacher was TTiich Tri 
Do, today the Buddhist superior 
in North Viet Nam and a mem­ 
ber of its Cabinet. And, Critch- 
field said, Tri Quang, has a 
younger brother who is a Bud­ 
dhist monk in North Viet Nam 
and who paid a secret visit to 
him in 1964, accompanied by a 
member of the Viet Cong’s po­ 
litical arm. 
Quang denies that his brother 
is a North Vietnamese monk. 
And, Critchfleld said, Tri 
Quang twice told a Vietnamese 
newsman in 1965 that he wants 
to stop the war as soon as possi­ 
ble by a cease-fire or by any 
negotiation that will have the 
people’s support. 
That sounds exactly like the 
answer given Sunday by Bud­ 
dhist leaders to newsmen, men­ 
tioned earlier in this story. 
Right now, Critchfleld said, 
Tri Quang is sponsoring free 
elections “ which in South Viet 
Nam would deliver the country 
over to the Communists as long 
as Viet Cong terror and political 
organizations control the coun­ 
tryside.” 
This raises, therefore, a very 
obvious but critical question:Is 
it possible that Quang is inter­ 
ested mainly only in the survi­ 
val and influence of Buddhists 
and is therefore willing for the 
Communists to take over all of 
Viet Nam if the Buddhists are 
guaranteed their place in the 
sun?

St. Louis Symphony, Appearing In Concert April 19, Now In 86th Year 


The 
St. 
Louis 
Symphony 
O rchestra, which will play a 
concert April 19 at the arm ory 
under auspices of the Council 
of A rts, is in its 86th year. 
The financial guarantors of 
the concert are the Daily Stan­ 
dard, the F irst National Bank, 
the Security National Bank and 
the Bank of Sikeston. 
The orchestra is the second 
oldest symphony o rchestra in 
the country. Conductor and mu­ 
sical director is E leazar De 
Carvalho, who is in his third 
season with the orch estra. 
This high-ranking orchestra 
was founded in 1880, when $8,000 
was raised to sponsor a se rie s 
of six w inter concerts. From 
this tentative beginning the pro­ 
ject has steadily grown until 
recently the o rch estra was con­ 
servatively ranked among the 
^nation’s top ten by m usic critic 
Deems Taylor. 
An im portant m ilestone was 
observed in 1890, ten years after 
the founding date, when the o r­ 
chestra was m erged with the St. 
Louis choral society. The joint 
organization, St. Louis choral 
symphony 
society, presented 
six voice o r instrum ental con­ 
c e rts each year. The'-arrange- 
ment prevailed for nearly 20 
years, and was not a surprising 
development, taking into con­ 
sideration the long heritage of 
choral m usic in St. Louis, with 
its rich background of German 
singing societies. 
In 1893 the orchestra was in­ 
corporated, continuing its joint 
choral 
instrum ental program 
under the direction of Joseph 
Otten, who had been conductor 
of the Choral Society. A year 
la te r Otten was succeeded by 
a youthful German pianist-con- 
ductor, Alfred E rnst, who re­ 
mained until 1907. During this 
period the o rch estra numbered 
about 
55 m usicians, and was 
augm ented by a chorus of two 
hundred voices. Under E rnst, 
o rch e stral m usic assum ed new 
im portance, and it was during 
his regim e that Sunday “ pops” 
were introduced. 
After E rnst resigned, the o r­ 
chestra 
assum ed 
something 
clo ser 
to 
present specifica­ 
tions. The choral section was 
dropped, and the orchestral o r­ 
ganization adopted the name St. 
Louis Symphony Society, which 
it still b ears. 
The newly appointed conductor 
was Max Zach, principal violin­ 


ist of the Boston Symphony and 
conductor of the famed Boston 
“ Pops” from 1887 to 1897. A 
good disciplinarian and a sound 
m usician, 
Zach 
had 
both a 
scholarly grasp of the standard 
repertory and modern works. 
By 1910, 
three years after 
Zach's 
appointment, 
the o r­ 
chestra was placed on a perm a­ 
nent 
basis. 
Players 
were 
engaged for a regular season 
of 20 
weeks. 
The season in­ 
cluded 50 or m ore concerts and 
daily reh e arsals. More im por­ 
tant, the o rch estra personnel 
was steadily increased. 
Zach’s 
death, 
in February, 
1921, 
found the orchestra in 
m id-season. Among the guest 
leaders who finished the season 
was the noted pianist Rudolph 
Ganz, 
who 
was 
engaged as 
perm anent 
conductor at the 
sta rt of the 1921-22 season. He 
held the post until the spring 
of 1927, when he resigned. 
Like Zach, Ganz continued to 
develop the 
trend 
toward 
modern works. The new con­ 
ductors also increased the o r­ 
c h e stra's size and took it on 
tour through the midwest and 
southwest, where his popularity 
as a concert pianist was already 
firm ly established. 
After Ganz resigned there fol­ 
lowed a period of four years 
during which the orchestra was 
led by a se rie s of guest con­ 
ductors. 
One of these, young V ladim ir 
Golschmann of P aris, was given 
the post of regular conductor in 
1931. Like m ost conductors in 
P aris 
during 
the 
post w ar 
period, Goschman had displayed 
distinct modern leanings. Dur­ 
ing his 27 seasons as conductor, 
the 
o rch estra 
developed a 
rep erto ry judiciously balanced 
between 
modern 
works 
and 
established “ c la ssic s.” 
For four seasons beginning in 
1957, the o rch e stra's regular 
conductor was Edouard Van Re­ 
moo rtel of Belgium . 
The o rc h e stra 's season now 
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Sikeston, Missouri 


includes 44 subscription con­ 
certs, 
some 20 concerts for 
students of varying ages, and a 
se rie s of popular and special 
concerts. In December, 1951, 
the o rch estra was signally hon­ 
ored when it was chosen to 
participate in a special pro­ 
gram , 
broadcast 
around the 
world, m arking an anniversary 
of the United Nations D eclara­ 
tion of Human Rights. 
The St. Louis Symphony also 
has spread its fame through 
annual tours covering every 
section of the country but the 
F a r W est, its first tour of 
m ajor eastern cities — New 
York, Boston and Washington— 
in the spring of 1950 was ac­ 
claim ed with superlatives from 
such noted c ritics as Howard 
Taubman 
and 
the 
late Olin 
Downes.

Cotton Acreage May Be 
Smallest in 20 Years 


PORTAGE VILLE -- Accord­ 
ing to latest report on the 
number of acres of cotton be­ 
ing diverted under a new pro­ 
gram 
this 
year, Missouri's 
acreage may be smallest since 
1945 when 260,000 acres of 
cotton were harvested. 
"To find a smaller acreage 
than 1945 we have to go back 
to 1922 when 204,000 acres 
were harvested," Joe H. Scott, 
extension cotton specialist at 
the Delta Center, said. "If we 
wind up with around 280,00C 
acres of cotton this year we 
can equal or exceed last year's 
production of 390,000 bales by 
averaging 700 pounds of lint 
per acre. This would be 
a 
record per acre yield for Mis­ 
souri but I believe we can make 
it if Mother Nature assists us 
just a little bit. Both dry weath­ 
e r and wet weather have hurt 
us the past two seasons. 
"As most farmers are far 
ahead in land preparation this 
spring there may be a tendency 
to plant too early. I hope not, 
as replanting can be costly and 
damage from seedling disease 


can cause trouble all season 
long. We haven't found any ad­ 
vantage in planting much before 
May 1st at the Delta Center. We 
have learned that by waiting 
until the soil warms up we can 
get quicker and a more uniform 
stand. This gives us a big ad­ 
vantage in weed control. If we 
have escaping weeds that were 


not controlled by our pre -em er­ 
gent or pre-plant herbicides, we 
can go in early with post­ 
emergence herbicides. Where 
we have a uniform stand of cot­ 
ton and not plagued with seed­ 
ling diseases, herbicidal oils 
can be used after cotton gets 
an inch or two tall. The ex­ 
ception would be if cotton was 
injured by sand blast. DSMA 
o r MSMA can be used when cot­ 
ton reaches three inches in 
height if cotton is planted around 
first 
week 
in May. 
These 
arsenical herbicides give best 
results in warm weather. If 
planted before 
May 1st air 
temperatures are usually below 
80 degrees F. and DSMA is 
not too effective when cotton 
is three inches high. 


" I might add that chances of 
getting uniform stands are also 
greater if use high quality cot­ 
ton seed. Be sure you know 
germination. It is also impor­ 
tant to use both seed and soil 
fungicidal 
treatments. From 
what I can learn there will be 
a big increase in the use of these 
practices 
this Spring. Espe­ 
cially to control or prevent 
soil borne diseases. 
"More interest than ever in 
use of chemicals for weed con­ 
trol this Spring according to 
dealers I have visited with re ­ 
cently. More farrfters will try 
the season-long control pro­ 
gram. Also increased use of 
fertilizer to help raise yields. 
"If we plant high quality seed 
•of an approved variety, 
use 
proper fertilizer treatments, 
seed and soil fungicides, and 
obtain 
a uniform 
stand of 
healthy cotton, control weeds 
and insects. Do an efficient 
job of harvest. We can pro­ 
duce 700 pounds or more of 
lint per acre which will cer­ 
tainly help ease the economic 
Dressure this year.”

By Peace Corpsman

CHARLESTON—Lester Good­ 
in, 22-year-old son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Vernon Goodin, has been 
stationed in the Himalayan king­ 
dom of Nepal with the Peace 
Corps since mid-February. 
Lester, who graduated in May, 
1965, 
from Southwestern at 
Memphis with a B.A. degree in 
history, 
started his Peace 
Corps training in October. 
From October 1 to December 
24 he attended an intensive 
training course in the Nepali 
language, 
customs, 
govern­ 
mental system and problems 
conducted by the University of 
Washington, Seattle. The course 
included a week-long survival 
hike in the Rocky Mountains. 
After a one-week Christmas 
leave Goodin left January 1 for 
Seattle where he joined fellow 
Peace 
Corps 
Volunteers 
(PCV's) for a flight to the Uni­ 
versity of Hawaii at Hilo where 
for two weeks the Nepal con­ 
tingent of volunteers spoke only 
Nepali. 
On February 1 the group left 
Hawaii for a flight to Tokyo, 
Hong Kong, Bangkok, and Cal­ 
cutta, where Lester begins his 
journal. 
For the next several weeks— 
as long as the supply of letters 
holds out--The 
Enterprise- 
Courier will print excerpts 
from the experiences of this 
dedicated young American, as 
written to 
his parents and 
friends in Charleston. 
Lester’s first letter, dated 
Calcutta, India, February 4, 
gives his impressions of that 
city, and continues with some of 
his initial experiences in Nepal. 
Lester writes: 
CALCUTTA, Feb. 4, 1966 
Impressions, a thousand thou­ 
sand of them, pile one upon the 
other here. \Wiat does one say? 
The incredible press of people 
everywhere, people by the thou­ 
sands, most of them going no­ 
where except to the next block, 
pacing 
both 
sidewalk 
and 
streets. 
Everywhere the eye 
moves it finds something radi­ 
cally different from anything it 
has ever experienced before, so 
that to attempt to tell impres­ 
sions would be an endless cata­ 
loging. 
At every glance one sees all the 
terrible things he has heard of 
before. 
Women, sleeping, with babies 
in their arms, on busy streets, 
one hand extended to beg; 
Children, naked or practically 
so, running up practically in 
tears to hold out a hand and 
say "Please, sahib!"; 
Men building fires on busy 
streets, of paper or scraps of 
wood. I don't know why, be­ 
cause it’s warm; 
Beggars, 
always 
beggars, 
many blind or pretending to be; 
People 
defecating 
in 
the 
streets; 
Men, always offering the best 
price for American dollars for 
the Black Market (at least 10 
rupees as compared with 4.65 to 
the dollar official exchange 
rate), or wanting to sell "cold 
beer, best American Whiskey” 
on the Black Market, as yes­ 
terday 
was an 
official "no 
liquor, no meat" day in Cal­ 
cutta. 
Prostitutes, 
soliciting them­ 
selves or through their pimps on 
the streets, and plying their 
trade in dark corners; 
A man, painstakingly breaking 
up an orange crate into two- 
or three-inch pieces, I suppose 
to sell; 
Traffic, always moving at al­ 
most breakneck speed through 
the crowded streets, mirac­ 
ulously not killing anyone that 
I saw; 


And always—children. 
These things assault me as I 
walk the street or ride in one of 
the thousands of rickshaws—a 
two-mile ride for one rupee, and 
we were well taken advantage of. 
Monkeys live on the roof of 
my hotel and people sleep and 
live on the street under my 
window. R's 10 a.m., and I've 
only been here since 5 p.m. yes­ 
terday. I guess that's the rea­ 
son I am so overcome by it all. 
God bless Indira Gandhi. 
And just one comment before 
I leave for Nepali: The question 
that lingers is WHY? Why do 
people allow themselves to live 
in the face of such unending, 
inevitable 
and 
bottomless 
misery? How do they manage 
to face each new day, not new 
at all, but so agelesslyold? The 
answer must lie somewhere in a 
mystique 
that we 
know as 
"E astern," as well as in the 
simple, and easy "preserva­ 
tion of the species" and "Self- 
preservation." 
BAGLUNG, Nepal, Feb. 17,1966 
I read the above and realize 
that so much has happened in 
this past week, almost two, that 
Calcutta and the feelings it 
evoked seem very far away in­ 
deed. In what follows I am 
going to attempt to describe the 
past few days--my stay in Bok­ 
hara, the walk to Baglung, to­ 
night, my first night here of 
(hopefully) many--and in doing 
so this letter may assume the 
proportions of a minor tone. 
I am going to try to write it 
in the next 24 hours or so, 
while things are fresh in my 
mind. I may not be able to. 
I have a lot of settling in to 
do, people to meet, etc. We 
shall see. 
Left Katmandau (capital of 
Nepal) last Friday, after a six- 
hour wait for a plane, and flew 
to Pokhara. On board were four 
Peace 
Corps 
Volunteers 
(PCV's), four Germans, three 
Nepal is, one Australian, one 
Tibetan Buddhist who counted 
prayer 
beads and 
prayed 
throughout the entire flight and 
cargo stacked in the aisle. 
We stayed in Pikhara until 
Monday morning, leaving about 
II a.m. with six porters. We 
stopped outside Pokahra at noon 
at the Tibetan refugee camp and 
met the young fellow who runs 
it plus a fairly obnoxious cou­ 
ple from New York who were 
visiting. 
We were having quite cold 
nights and I realized that with 
my usual unerring foresight I 
left my heavy coat to be sent 
later in my 100 pounds--to * 
arrive about June, just in time 
for the monsoon. Therefore I 
realized that I really needed 
something to keep warm with, 
lest I catch sniffles. 
So I asked one of the guys 
running the camp if he knew 
where I could buy some sort of 
coat, and he says yes, that he 
has one he wants to sell. 
So I end up buying an Afghan­ 
istan! coat from a Peruvian in 
a Tibetan refugee camp 
in 
Nepal. And what a coat it is!

Brucellosis 
Control 


JEFFERSON 
CITY — The 
veterinary division of the Mis­ 
souri department of agriculture 
was credited with "greatly im­ 
proved" surveillance 
in its 
brucellosis eradication pro­ 
gram 
during 
1965 by the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture, 
Dexter 
Davis, 
state commissioner of agri­ 
culture, reported. 
He noted that in the USDA 
Progress Report for the cal­ 
endar 
year 
1965, 
Missouri 
chalked up a 92 per cent in­ 
crease in the number of herds 
tested over the previous year. 
This number jumped from 32,- 
330 herds in 1964 to 62,272 
in 1965. In addition, nearly 9 
per cent more cattle were tested 
(511,155) than in 1964. At the 
same time, the number of re­ 
actors dropped to 2,328 in 1965, 
a decline of about 2 1/2 per 
cent from the previous year. 
The USDA report states: 
"Surveillance under the Mar­ 
ket Cattle Testing program was 
greatly improved during 1965. 
Implementation of the backtag- 
ging procedure in all markets 
was achieved, which resulted in 
more than 110,000 backtags be­ 
ing 
applied in the last four 
months. 
Blood sample recovery jumped 
from 25 per cent of the ani­ 
mals backtagged to 55 per cent 
during the same period. Con­ 
tinual 
improvement in this 
phase of the MCT program is 
expected." 
T7ie report also notes: 
"In preparation of working 
toward 
(Brucellosis) 
free- 
status, the laboratory converted 
from the standard-plate test to 
the standard-tube test as the 
routine test for all blood sam­ 
ples. Further preparatory mea­ 
sures involve stepping up the 
Brucellosis Ring Test cover­ 
age to four times per year. 
These changes are expected to 
detect additional reactors soon­ 
er than before, thus reducing the 
rate of spread of the disease." 
Dr. George C. Stiles, state 
veterinarian, 
said that 
im­ 
provement in the program re­ 
sulted chiefly from following 
recommendations made a year 
ago by Dr. C. K. Mingle, USDA 
chief staff veterinarian. Shortly 
after assuming duties as state 
veterinarian, Doctor Stiles met 
with the USDA official to de­ 
termine what could be done to 
move Missouri's Brucellosis 
program forward. 
Doctor Mingle made five rec­ 
ommendations. They were: 
Increase milk ring testing to 
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four times a year, tube test

age for calfhood vaccination, 
implement a backtagging pro­ 
gram and initiate a problem 
herd program. 
Doctor Stiles said that witfc 
one exception, the problem hefi 
program, all recommendation* 
made by Doctor Mingle were 
carried out last year. Plans 
call for the problem herd pro­ 
gram to be started June 1. 
Federal 
officials for some 
years have urged that these 
recommendations 
be carried 
out in order that Missouri could 
move with greater speed toward 
a Brucellosis-free status. 
Doctor Stiles said "the most 
s ignif leant step taken in the pro­ 
gram last year was the back- 
tagging procedure. While this 
program is used in many other 
states, Missouri was the first 
to start in every market the 
first week," he said. "Federal 
officials have told me a number 
of times that they are very 
pleased with the success of the 
backtagging program as well is 
our general progress with the 
Division's animal health work," 
Doctor Stiles commented.

and spring fshions popped out. 
Thousands milled along New 
York City’s Fifth Avenue in the 
annual Easter parade. 
Christian pilgrims worshipped 
and rejoiced in Jerusalem. 
In Rome, Pope Paul VI called 
for an end to war, racism, na­ 
tionalism, totalitarianism and 
social conflict. He said these 
sorrows made him weep. 
President Johnson, his family 
and friends, attended Easter 
services at St. Barnabas Epis­ 
copal 
church at Fredericks­ 
burg, Tex., near his ranch. 
Acting under United Nations 
authority, a boarding party 
from 
Britain’s 
Royal Navy 
seized the Greek tanker Manue* 
la on the high seas to prevent 
her from delivering oil bound 
for the white rebel regime in 
Rhodesia. The crew of the tank­ 
er offered no resistance and the 
Greek government in Athens 
expressed approval. 
In Saigon, Buddhist leaders 
said they had lost confidence in 
what they called the “irrespon­ 
sible” government of Premier 
Nguyen Cao Ky, and vowed to 
work for formation of a caretak­ 
er government to organize gen­ 
eral elections. Antigovernment 
forces in the northern cities of 
Hue and Da Nang remained 
quiet, however. 
Jerrie Mock, a 40-year-old 
Columbus, Ohio, grandmother, 
set a world nonstop flight dis­ 
tance record for women. She 
broke the record of 3,671 miles 
when she reached a point 200 
miles west of Kansas City, Mo., 
on her flight of about 4,500 miles 
from Honolulu to Columbus. 
In Sacramento, Calif., thou­ 
sands of striking grape pickers 
and their supporters arrived at 
the state Capitol after a 300- 
mile march that began March 
17. The grape pickers, who 
struck Sept. 8 to demand union 
recognition, hoped union rec­ 
ognition, hoped to meet Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown, but he was 
in Palm Springs for the holi­ 
day. 
British novelist Evelyn Waugh 
died at his country home near 
Taunton, England, shortly after 
returning from Easter ser­ 
vices. He was 62. 
In Washington, Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk dedicated a 
nine-foot-tall bronze statue of 
Sir Winston Churchill, precise­ 
ly on the common boundary of 
the British Embassy and the 
District of Columbia. 
The Free Society Association 
in Washington announced that 
former Sen. Barry Goldwater 
will 
speak at four regional 
meetings. Goldwater announced 
the founding of the conservative 
organization seven months after 
his landslide defeat as Republi­ 
can nominee for president.

“Existing power supply ar­ 
rangements should not be shat­ 
tered by a requirement that 
power supply arrangements be 
sought in lieu of REA financed 
facilities.” 
Senator Long said such a re­ 
quirement “will prove detri­ 
mental 
to 
the 
consumer 
members of the rural electrics 
systems in my state and to the 
consumers of investor-owned 
power companies as well.” 
“I earnestly hope that your 
Committee will not Impose ad­ 
ditional restrictions and pro- 
hbiitlons on the REA Admin­ 
istrator,” Senator Long said. 
“What we have in Missouri 
is an existing and highly satis­ 
factory power supply relation­ 
ship among all suppliers, in 
which a key factor is the strong, 
effective co-op generation and 
transmission systems,” Sen­ 
ator Long told, the committee. 
“We believe that this is at it 
should be, and we do not want 
to see that relationship dis­ 
turbed.” 
Senator Long pointed out that 
in Missouri “each generation 
and transmission cooperative is 
interconnected, not only with 
the 
others, 
but with the 
investor-owned electric com­ 
panies as well.” He said the 
benefits of Missouri’s power 
supply situation "have achieved 
for all Missouri citizens the 
lowest cost power which today's 
technology permits.”

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. -- A 
hearing panel of the Missouri 
commission on human rights 
today found that a Southeast 
M issouri school board had dis­ 
criminated 
because of race 
when it refused to rehire five 
Negro teachers. 
The panel ordered the board 
to immediately offer employ­ 
ment to two of these teachers 
and to inform two others of 
future vacancies. 
This 
decision was handed 
down as a result of the com­ 
m ission’s first public hearing 
under the state fair employ­ 
ment practices act which went 
into effect in 1961 and was the 
first such state FEP case in 
the 
nation involving Negro 
teachers discharged when for­ 
m erly segregated schools were 
Integrated as a result of the 
civil rights act of 1964. 
The hearing panel consisting 
of Milton Litvak of St. Joseph, 
M iss Lucile Bluford of Kansas 
City, and Prof. William P. Mur­ 
phy of Columbia found that the 
school board had segregated 
students and teachers in the 
past in violation of supreme 
court decisions dating back to 
1896, had desegregated students 
in 1965 to avoid losing federal 
funds and had dlscrim lnatorlly 
failed to rehire its Negro teach­ 
e rs because it felt the federal 
regulations did not apply to 
teachers and because it was 
unaware of the state FEP law. 
The 
proceedings 
originated 
when five Negro teachers for­ 
m erly employed at an all-Negro 
school by the Rives school dis­ 
tric t in Dunklin county were in-

qualified. The panel said: 
“ The true reason the Negro 
teachers were not retained was 
that they were N egroes." 
In rejecting the school board's 
claim that it had evaluated the 
teachers on the basis of their 
m erits, the panel said that there 
was not any evidence that the 
school system: 
“ . . .ever made a serious and 
studied effort to evaluate these 
Negro teachers on any planned 
and systematic basis and we 
believe that (the school superin­ 
tendent's) testimony concerning 
their 
competence 
consisted 
largely of after-the-fact ra ­ 
tionalization." 
The Commission panel then 
proceeded to make the system ­ 
atic evaluation which it found

the school board had not made, 
and on the basis of that evalua­ 
tion it ordered immediate re ­ 
hiring for two of the teachers— 
Alex cooper, former principal 
of the Negro St. Paul School, 
and Mary Ann McGee. 
Based on its evaluation, the 
panel ordered that two other 
teachers, Ruthie Lee Boyd and 
Ernestine Mitchell, be notified 
of vacancies occurring within 
the next year and given non- 
discrim inatory 
consideration 
for those vacancies if they are 
still interested in being em ­ 
ployed. As to a fifth teacher, 
the panel found that if the school 
board had made a 
non-dis­ 
crim inatory evaluation it could 
have found she was unqualified. 
The panel ordered the com­ 
plaint of E ris Williams dis­ 
m issed on this basis. 
In appraising the qualifica­ 
tions of complainant Cooper 
in detail, the panel pointed out 
that he was first in his class 
in high school, a three-letter 
man four consecutive years, 
and a winner of the “ best all- 
around student" award. He had 
graduated from Lincoln Univer­ 
sity, served as a Second Lieu­ 
tenant In the U.S. Army, and had, 
while serving in Korea, spent 


part of his time teaching white 
enlisted men under the educa­ 
tional program of the armed 
forces institute. They noted that 
he had been replaced by a white' 
applicant who had no experience 
(as compared with Cooper's six 
years), who had just graduated 
from college and obtained his 
first teaching certificate, who 
had been on academic proba­ 
tion more than once during his 
college career, and who had no 
background 
in 
sports 
and 
athletics and who had even failed 
a course In physical education. 
The commission commented: 
“ By almost any standard — 
maturity, qualifications, exper­ 
ience—Cooper was definitely 
the superior of the two. The 
applicant who got the job, how­ 
ever, was white." 
A copy of the commission 
decision is available In the 
Commission office In Jeffer­ 
son City. 


After the five complaints were 
filed, they were investigated by 
the Commission staff 
and a 
member of the commission. On 
the basis of that Investigation, 
a finding of “ probable cause" 
was made. Then, in accord with 
the state FEP statute, a rep­ 
resentative of the commission 
met with the school board to 
attempt to persuade them to 
comply with the statute on a 
voluntary basis. 
Only when these conciliatory 
efforts failed did the next stage 
of the statutory procedure — the 
public hearing -- occur. In 
accord with the statute, the 


commissioner who had partici­ 
pated in the Investigation was 
not on tee hearing panel. *Fh® 
three-member panel conducted 
its hearing In tee Dunklin Coun­ 
ty court House In Kennett on 
November 19 and 20, 1965.

DETROIT (AP) 
— Wayne 
State University medical re­ 
searchers say they may have 
discovered a way to treat can­ 
cer by vaccination. 
Results they claim for a four- 
year program so far include: 
— Two cancer patients, ear­ 
lier given up as hopeless cases, 
completely freed of their tu­ 
m ors. 
— Eight others once consid­ 
ered beyond help still alive, 
their cancers either halted or 
growing more slowly. 
— 
Two 
patients with ad­ 


vanced tum ors, their lives be­ 
lieved prolonged by the treat­ 
ments. 
Others among the 20 patients 
treated 
showed no improve­ 
ment, said Dr. Paul L . Wolf, 
Wayne State professor of pa­ 
thology and director of experi­ 
mental pathology at the Detroit 
Institute of Cancer Research. 
Failure in these cases, Dr. 
Wolf said, probably came be­ 
cause the disease was too far 
advanced and the patient's body 
no longer capable of producing 
cancer-fighting antibodies.

demonstrations until the UJS-- 
backed junta quits. 
“ Only when our aspirations 
are met and our demands satis­ 
fied will there be no more dem­ 
onstrations,'' the 
country's 
most powerful monks declared 
in a joint statement Sunday. 
In militant tones echoing their 
declarations of political war on 
the government of the late Pres­ 
ident 
Ngo Dinh Diem three 
years ago, the Buddhists ac­ 
cused the regime of lying, irre ­ 
sponsibility and placing “ too 
many obstacles" in the way of 
civilian rule. 
At a ne»vs conference in Sai­ 
gon, the monks asked the nation 
to rally behind the “ Viet Nam 
Buddhist Forces," a new anti­ 
government political action or­ 
ganization created by them. 
They were asked if a jopular 
civilian government might seek 
peace with the Communists and 
order the withdrawal of UjS. 
forces. Thich Thien Minh, co­ 
leader of the VietNam Buddhist 
Forces and chairman of the mil­ 
itant 
Buddhist 
Youth 
Move­ 
ment, replied: 
“ If that is what the people 
want, then that is what they 
will get. We want to fulfill the 
aspirations of the people." 
The Buddhist leaders denied 
they were anti-American or re­ 
sponsible for the attacks on in­ 
dividual Americans by rioting, 
Buddhist-led youths in Saigon 
last week. “ The monks involved 
were just letting off steam ," 
they said. “ We abide by nonvi­ 
olence." 
They accused the Ky govern­ 
ment of destroying “ the demo­ 
cratic spirit in Viet Nam" by 
promising elections no earlier 
than next year. They said elec­ 
tions could be held right away. 
The Buddhists said the pacifi­ 
cation and reconstruction pro­ 
gram s 
warmly endorsed by 
President Johnson at his Hono­ 
lulu meeting with Ky in Febru­ 
ary 
could move ahead only 
“ with strong provincial and cen­ 
tral governments." 
“ We can get this with general 
elections, the elections we have 
demanded for three years," 
they said. "In this way we can 
make the whole country stable 
and prevent opportunists from 
making headway." 
The overwhelming majority of 
South Viet Nam's more than 14 
million people are at least nomi­ 
nally Buddhists, although Ro­ 
man Catholics comprise about 
10 per cent of the population.

minority religious sects. 
The government charged that 
the Viet Cong had been instruc­ 
ted by the National Liberation 
Front's Central Committee to 
take advantage of the unrest. A 
government intelligence source

Ireland has no cause to cele­ 
brate, the hunger strikers said. 
They accused the Irish govern­ 
ment of betraying revolutionary 
ideals by letting Gaelic die out 
and by tolerating Ireland's par­ 
tition and economic dependence 
on Britain. 


The hunger strik ers Included 
several Dublin University stu­ 
dents and six supporters from 
Belfast in the north.

It never had a chance to exer­ 
cise its 10 telescopes, which as­ 
tronomers had hoped would un­ 
lock secrets of the stars and 
perhaps provide clues to the 
origin of the universe. 
Scientists 
had 
worked for 


years to perfect OAO, the first 
astronomical observatory ever 
sent into space. All were disap­ 
pointed at the failure but said 
they hoped it would teach them 
lessons about the second OAO, 
scheduled for launching early in 
1967. 
The lessons will be costly. The 
satellite, one of the heaviest and 
the most complex unmanned 
payload ever launched by the 
United States, had a price tag of 
about $50 million. The Atlas- 
Agena rocket that hoisted it 
from Cape Kennedy Friday cost 
about $12 million. Several thou­ 
sand dollars were added to the 
cost by five postponements of 
the flight.

Bosch, whose followers trig­ 
gered the 1965 revolution in 
which the United States inter­ 
vened, is considered the front 


runner in a contest expected to 
include at least three other ma­ 
jor presidential aspirants. 
Bosch couches his speeches in 
simple folksy language that ap­ 
peals to the common man. 
His upper-class critics see 
distortion, bitterness and vin­ 
dictiveness woven skillfully into 
his oratory. But in the neigh­ 
borhood grocery stores, bars 
and fruit stands, the ordinary 
folk cluster transfixed around 
their 
radios 
when 
Bosch 
speaks. 
Bosch is a political paradox. 
A 1 eft-of-center liberal, he is 


damned by other liberals while 
conservatives are among 
his 
staunchest 
partisans. He has 
often 
been accused of playing 
up to the Communists, but Red 
leaders are known to fear his 
hold over their fitvorite prey, 
the common man. 


Bosch took office in February 
1963 as the first freely elected 
Dominican 
president in 
30 
years. 


Last spring followers of Bosch 
touched off bitter fighting in an 
attempt to bring him back from 
exile in Puerto Rico.

After Two Days in Orbit 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— “We’re heartbroken,” said a 
space agency spokesman in an­ 
nouncing the failure of Ameri­ 
ca’s Stargazer satellite after 
onjy two days In orbit. 
For an unknown reason, the 
orbiting astronomical observ­ 
atory (O A O ) lost all its battery 
power Sunday, and the two-ton 
satellite whirled silently and 
uselessly around the globe. 
It never had a chance to exer­ 
cise its IO telescopes, which as­ 
tronomers had hoped would un­ 
lock secrets of the stars and 
perhaps provide clues to the 
origin of the universe. 
Scientists 
had 
worked for 


years to perfect OAO, the first 
astronomical observatory ever 
sent into space. All were disap­ 
pointed at the fellure but said 
they hoped it would teach them 
lessons about the second GAO, 
scheduled for launching early in 
1967. 
The lessons will be costly. The 
satellite, one of the heaviest and 
the most complex unmanned 
payluad ever launched by the 
United Slates, had a price tag of 
about $50 million. The Atlas- 
Agena rocket that hoisted it 
from Cape kennedy Friday cost 
about $12 million.

The first two Yoshina cherry trees at the 
Tidal Basin were planted 54 years ago by Mrs. 
William Howard Taft and Viscountess Chinda, 
wife of the then Japanese ambassador. Today, 
2,000 additional trees adorn the basin’s perim­ 
eter. Hundreds of waist-high saplings were 
planted only last year on the Washington Monu­ 
ment grounds.' 
Although the Cherry Blossom resi.ivai ui- 
fichttty launches the Washington tourist season, 
s Seem to arrive earlier and 
leave later every year. The Washington Board 
of Trade estimates that 9.1 million tourists— 
a record—came to the Nation’s Capital in 
1965.

Gathering dust in the House 
Judiciary Committee is a re­ 
port on Negro voting, which is 
likely to cause a minor ex­ 
plosion if published.

Note: One Important section of 
the Kastenmeier report shows 
that the Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare has been 
negligent by doling out funds to 
southern schools which remain 
segregated. This is in violation 
of the law. HEW has ladled 
out the money to southern school 
districts on receipt of a pledge 
that they would desegregate, 
but hasn't followed up to see 
whether the pledge was car­ 
ried out. In many cases, ac­ 
cording to the buried civil rights 
report, the pledge was never 
fulfilled. 
PAN AMERICAN DEMOCRACY 
Three years ago, Venezuela 
was being constantly bombed 
and terrorized by Castro agents 
in an attempt to disrupt its gov­ 
ernment and establish Commu­ 
nism in that oil-and-iron-rich 
country. 
This was headline 
news. But when peace and pros­ 
perity prevail it isn't news. 
Today (April 11) It is not 
sensational news that a Vene­ 
zuelan leader, Dr. Jesus Paz 
Gallarraga, arriving in Wash­ 
ington is one reason for the 


placid march of democracy In 
Venezuela. 
Dr. Paz is secretary of the 
Action Democratic party now in 
power and part of a system 
whereby members of this party 
as well as opposition leaders 
all have a voice in govern­ 
ment. 
Once a month, Action Demo­ 
cratic Party leaders In the 
provincial towns hold local 
meetings and send their com­ 
plaints to Caracas. Sometimes 
they present their complaints 
personally to the 
President. 
When they presented them tc 
former 
President 
Romulo 
Betancourt, the sessions could 
be stormy. Romulo rapped his 
pipe on his chair, walked round 
the room, sometimes sputtered 
and stormed. Sessions with 
President 
Leonl are more 
serene. 
Opposition leaders also confei: 
with the President of Venezuela, 
usually are less turbulent than 
his own Action Democratic fol­ 
lowers. The latter are rougher 
on the President than Demo­ 
cratic senators are on Presi­ 
dent Johnson over Viet Nam. 
And President Leonl sees his 
opposition 
leaders 
perhaps 
more frequently than Johnson 
sees Congressmen, though not 
oftener than Lyndon sees his old 
friend Sen.

Hoffa Outracing All Other Un­ 
ions In Drive to Organize White 
Collar Workers 
Washington, D. C.: — Word 
that 24 New York City hospitals 
might have their blood plasma, 
surgical instruments, oxygen, 
medicines and food supplies cut 
off 
by the local 
Teamsters 
startled the unusually placid 
Hoffa headquarters here. 
The mood has been contem­ 
plative. 
The 
conversation 
rather wistfully centered on the 
cool weather which dealt cruelly 
with the cherry blossoms. 
What Jim Hoffa wanted even 
less than being invited to a 
banquet in honor of Robert Ken­ 
nedy was to be charged with 
warring on hospitals. He knew 
he would be, though his mili­ 
tant New York brethern had 
not consulted him. 
Ordinarily, a little picket rat­ 
tling would not disturb “Jimmie 
H.” But today it is not good for 
the image -- currently so much 
better than it has been that 
his Teamsters' 
Brotherhood 
now is the most successful 
unionizer of white and “ gray" 
collar workers in the land. 
And that is a mighty good 
image-measurer. The Team­ 
sters have had more white col­ 
lar union election wins than any 
other industrial labor organi- 
z atlon. Hoffa has been outscored 
in white collar gains only by 
the small Office and Profes­ 
sional Employes led by Howard 
Coughlin, 
or*! of the 
“ new 
breed" of labor leaders. 
But Mr. Coughlin basically is 
in a field apart from the in­ 
dustrial area in which Hoffa is 
specializing and concentrating. 
Last year, for example, Cough­ 
lin, after a 5-day strike, signed 
up 700 white collar employes 
of the Diners' Club. 
In the industrial field, Hoffa 
has outscored LW. Abel’s Steel­ 
workers, Walter Reuther*s Auto 
Workers and Paul Jennings* 
Electrical Workers. 
Only once did Hoffa's brethren 
depart from their policy of

In 
Hoffa’s parlance, they are a 
cross-breeding of white and 
blue collar employes, sired by 
cybernetics. 
They are not clerical nor are 
they manual workers. They are 
the automated people. 
Some, for 
example, 
walk 
around 
newly 
electron-lzed 
warehouses in the Cleveland 
area with remote control chest 
consoles. They work like the 
hand gadgets which switch TV 
channels from a distance. There 
are no wires. Just electrical 
Impulses. 
The man, or woman, with the 
mobile control simply reads an 
order in a huge grocery ware­ 
house, pushes buttons on the 
chest set, and hundreds of pack­ 
ages in distant parts of the 
vast 
stockroom 
are auto­ 
matically selected, piled up and 
headed for the truck-loading 
area. 
And then there are the air- 
cushion pallets. 
, The stock, 
selected elec­ 
tronically, 
often 
is 
swung 
magically onto these loading 
boards which have no wheels. 
It is raised and moved 
by 
compressed air rising out ot 
floor vents somewhat like a 
hydrofoil vessel — except that 
the air comes from below. 
The “ gray” collar man or 
woman plays the chest control 
buttons, manipulating air jets by 
remote control — and directs 
the pallet to the loading plat­ 
form. 
This is the future. And Hoffa 
hopes to ride with it by unioniz­ 
ing the avant garde of automa­ 
tion — the scores of thousands 
in and behind the front office. 
But it takes imagery as well 
as imagination and money and 
manpower.

He knew 
he would be, though his mili­ 
tant New York brethern had 
not consulted him. 
Ordinarily, a little picket rat­ 
tling would not disturb "Jimmie 
H." But today it is not good for 
the Image -- currently so much 
better than it has been that 
his 
Teamsters' 
Brotherhood 
now is the most successful 
untonizer of white and "gray** 
collar workers in the land. 
And that is a mighty good 
image-measurer. The Team­ 
sters have had more white col­ 
lar union election wins than any 
other industrial labor organi- 
z at ton. Hoffa has been outscored 
in white collar gains only by 
the small Office and Profes­ 
sional Employes led b> Howard 
Coughlin, 
one of the 
"new 
breed" of labor leaders. 
But Mr. Coughlin basically is 
in a field apart from th# in­ 
dustrial area In which Hoffa Is 
specializing and concentrating. 
Last year, for example,Cough­ 
lin, after a 5-day strike, signed 
up 700 white collar employes 
of the Diners' Club.

In 
Hoffa's parlance, they are a 
cross-breeding of white and 
blue collar employes, sired by 
cybernetics. 
They are not clerical nor are 
they manual workers. They are 
the automated people. 
Some, for 
example, 
walk 
around 
newly 
electron-lzed 
warehouses in the cleveland 
area with remote control < hest 
consoles. They work like the 
hand gadgets which switch TV 
channels from a distance. There 
are no wires. Just electrical 
impulses. 
The man, or woman, with th* 
mobile control simply reads an 
order in a huge grocery ware­ 
house, pushes buttons on the 
chest set, and hundreds of pack­ 
ages in distant parts of the 
vast 
stockroom 
are 
auto­ 
matically selected, piled up and 
headed for the truck-loading 
area. 
And then there are the air- 
cushion pallets. 
, The stock, 
selected elec­ 
tronically, 
often 
is 
swung 
magically onto these loading 
boards which have no wheels 
It is raised and moved 
by 
compressed air rising out of 
floor vents somewhat like a 
hydrofoil vessel — except that 
the air comes from below. 
The "gray** collar man or 
woman plays the chest control 
buttons, manipulating air Jets by 
remote control -- and directs 
the pallet to the loading plat­ 
form.

A Review of the 1964 Term 


RACE RELATIONS 
If there is one thing the War­ 
ren Court has been most dog­ 
matic about, and frequently un­ 
animous, it is that since the 
United 
States 
Constitution 
makes no distinction between 
races, nobody else ought to be 
able to do so either. Although 
this invention is a mere decade 
old, the Court treats it as i! 
it had been inscribed on the 
original 
Ten Commandments 
which Moses brought down from 
Mt. Sinai. This year, the Court 
was able to welcome the par­ 
ticipation of Congress in the 
new dogma. 
In Heart of Atlanta Motel, 
Inc. v. United States, the Court 
upheld a district court decision 
that Congress could constitu­ 
tionally forbid racial discrim ­ 
ination 
by 
motels whicY so­ 
licited interstate patronage. In 
the companion case of Katzen- 
bach v. McClung, the Court re­ 
versed 
a 
district 
court’s 
decision, 
and 
held 
that a 
Birmingham Bar-B-Q, not on 
an interstate highway and serv­ 
ing local patrons only, most of 
whom would be lost by racial 
integration, could nevertheless 
constitutionally be required to 
serve Negroes because some of 
its meat came from Kansas. 
So eager was the Court to make 
certain that nobody could have 
any doubts about the constitu­ 
tionality of Title II of the Civil 
Rights 
Act of 1964, 
that it 
brushed aside a substantial pro­ 
cedural objection raised by the 
government in the second case 
in order to avoid dism issing 
the case without reaching the 
m erits. 
The Court had no trouble find­ 
ing that the Atlanta motel was 
engaged in an interstate busi­ 
ness and thus fell within the 
power of Congress to regulate. 
The only substantial argument 
made by the motel owner was 
a generalized argument based 
upon his putative right to do 
business free from regulation 
under the due process clause of 
the Fifth Amendment. This the 
Court brushed 
aside on the 
grounds that since most of the 
States had such laws, and the 
laws had not previously been 
challenged successfully in those 
cases which the Court had heard 
in the prior fifteen years, there­ 
fore, a sure guide to interpret 
the Fifth Amendment enacted in 
1791 could be found from this, 
and hence that no conflict with 
the Fifth Amendment. exiete& 
Of course, nothing remotely 
contemporaneous with the Fifth 
Amendment was cited, let alone 
discussed. 
To make doubly certain that 
every conceivable 
argument 
against the statue was covered, 
for all time, the court even re­ 
futed an obviously inapplicable 
argument based on the provision 
against 
“ involuntary 
servi­ 
tude” in the Thirteenth Amend­ 
ment. Of course, the Thirteenth 
Amendment quite clearly cov­ 
ers individuals and not cor­ 
porations, but to have disposed 
of the argument on this ground, 
which 
was urged in the So- 
licitor-G eneral’s brief, would 
have left the point open for 
other cases. The court made 
certain to lay this point at rest 
by holding that since ancient 
common 
law 
required inn­ 
keepers to serve all custom ers 
without discrimination, there­ 
fore “ it is difficult to believe 
that the Amendment was in­ 
tended to abrogate this prin­ 
ciple.” 
The 
court failed to 
notice that the most recent 
Canadian holds that a 20th Cen­ 
tury motel is not an 18th Century 
inn and can, by common-law 
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principles, 
refuse 
to 
serve 
Negroes, and that, at any rate, 
if the Thirteenth Amendment 
did not abrogate the common 
law, 
then 
not only 
was it 
nugatory, but peonage and other 
clearly forbidden forms of com­ 
pulsory labor must still be per­ 
missible.

changes in M issouri egg law 
regulations ordered by Dexter 
Davis, state commissioner of 
agriculture, will become effec­ 
tive May 15.

No Delay for 
River Bridge 


WASHINGTON — Congress­ 
man Paul C. Jones of Kennett 
said Sunday night that the ad­ 
m inistration’s efforts to halt 
inflation are not likely to inter­ 
fere with plans for the pro­ 
posed Mississippi River bridge 
at Caruthersville but added that 
he was not aware of a shortage 
of funds for the Interstate pro­ 
gram as reported Saturday by 
the 
Sc ripps-Howard 
news­ 
papers. 
In a telephone interview with 
the Caruthersville Journal, the 
Congressman from M issouri’s 
10th D istrict stated that he felt 
it is President Johnson’s inten­ 
tion to cut spending in less pres- 
sing fields, if there are to be 
any 
cutbacks 
to c tr b the in­ 
flationary trend. 
Rep. Jones said the reduction 
in spending would most likely 
come in programs requiring 
special appropriations and are 
considered 
not of immediate 
necessity. The national highway 
program has 
already been 
funded, he added, and therefore 
is not a prime target of the 
budget trimming. 
He went on, however, to add 
that he was not aware of the 
information contained in the 
news dispatches from Washing­ 
ton which said the Interstate 
program is $8 billion behind and 
the 1972 completion date might 
have to be set back three years. 
The report published in Satur­ 
day’s Press-Scim itar said the 
amount needed to complete the 
federal highway network may 
rise to $12 billion as the result 
of spiraling costs of labor and 
construction. It stated that in 
view of the national economic 
situation the Congress is not 
anxious to increase highway- 
u ser taxes. While it did not

The 
St. 
Louis 
Symphony 
Orchestra, which will play a 
concert April 19 at the armory 
under auspices of the Council 
of Arts, is in its 86th year. 
The financial guarantors of 
the concert are the Daily Stan­ 
dard, the First National Bank, 
the Security National Bank and 
the Bank of Sikeston. 
The orchestra is the second 
oldest symphony orchestra in 
the country. Conductor and mu­ 
sical director is Eleazar De 
Carvalho, who is in his third 
season with the orchestra. 
This high-ranking orchestra 
was founded in 1880, when $8,000 
was raised to sponsor a series 
of six winter concerts. From 
this tentative beginning the pro­ 
ject has steadily grown until 
recently the orchestra was con­ 
servatively ranked among the 
nation's top ten by music critic 
f Deems Taylor. 
An important milestone was 
observed in 1890, ten years after 
the founding date, when the or­ 
chestra was merged with the St. 
Louis choral society. The joint 
organization, St. Louis choral 
symphony 
society, presented 
six voice or instrumental con­ 
certs each year. The'arrange­ 
ment prevailed for nearly 20 
years, and was not a surprising 
development, taking into con­ 
sideration the long heritage of 
choral music in St. Louis, with 
its rich background of German 
singing societies. 
In 1893 the orchestra was in­ 
corporated, continuing its joint 
choral 
instrumental program 
under the direction of Joseph 
Otten, who had been conductor 
of the Choral Society. A year 
later Otten was succeeded by 
a youthful German pianist-con- 
ductor, Alfred Ernst, who re­ 
mained until 1907. During this 
period the orchestra numbered 
about 
55 musicians, and was 
augmented by a chorus of two 
hundred voices. Under Ernst, 
orchestral music assumed new 
importance, and it was during 
his regime that Sunday “pops" 
were introduced. 
After Ernst resigned, the or­ 
chestra 
assumed 
something 
closer 
to present specifica­ 
tions. The choral section was 
dropped, and the orchestral or­ 
ganization adopted the name St. 
Louis Symphony Society, which 
it still bears. 
The newly appointed conductor 
was Max Zach, principal violin­ 


ist of the Boston Symphony and 
conductor of the famed Boston 
“ Pops” from 1887 to 1897. A 
good disciplinarian and a sound 
musician, 
Zach 
had 
both a 
scholarly grasp of the standard 
repertory and modern works. 
By 1910, 
three years after 
Zach’s 
appointment, 
the or­ 
chestra was placed on a perma­ 
nent 
basis. 
Players 
were 
engaged for a regular season 
of 20 
weeks. 
The season in­ 
cluded 50 or more concerts and 
daily rehearsals. More impor­ 
tant, the orchestra personnel 
was steadily increased. 
Zach’s 
death, in February,

found the orchestra in 
mid-season. Among the guest

The new con­ 
ductors also increased the or­ 
chestra’s size and took it on 
tour through the midwest and 
southwest, where his popularity 
as a concert pianist was already 
firmly established. 
After Ganz resigned there fol­ 
lowed a period of four years 
during which the orchestra was 
led by a series of guest con­ 
ductors. 
One of these, young Vladimir 
Golschmann of Paris, was given 
the post of regular conductor in 
1931.

Dur­ 
ing his 27 seasons as conductor, 
the 
orchestra 
developed a 
repertory judiciously balanced

For four seasons beginning in 
1957, the orchestra’s regular 
conductor was Edouard Van Re- 
moortel of Belgium. 
The orchestra’s season now 
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includes 44 subscription con­

concerts. In December, 1951,

Zach*s 
appointment, 
the or­ 
chestra was placed on a perma­ 
nent 
basis. 
Players 
were 
engaged for a regular season 
of 20 weeks. 
The season in­ 
cluded 5f- or more concerts and 
dally rehearsals. More impor­ 
tant, the orchestra personnel 
was steadily increased. 
Zach's death, in February, 
1921, found the orchestra in 
mid-season. Among the guest 
leaders who finished the season 
was the noted pianist Rudolph 
Ganz, 
who was engaged as 
permanent, 
conductor at the 
start of the 1921-22 season. He 
held the post until the spring 
of 1927, when he resigned. 
Like '/ach, Ganz continued to 
develop the 
trend 
toward 
modern works. The new con­ 
ductors also increased the or­ 
chestra's size and took It on 
tour through the midwest and 
southwest, where his popularity 
as a concert pianist was already 
firmly established. 
After Ganz resigned there fol­ 
lowed a period of four years 
during which the orchestra was 
led by a series of guest con­ 
ductors. 
One of these, young Vladimir 
Golschmattn of Paris, was given 
the post of regular conductor in 
1931. Like most conductors in 
Paris 
during the post war 
period, Goschman had displayed 
distinct modern leanings. Dur­ 
ing his 27 seasons as conductor, 
the 
orchestra 
developed a 
repertory judiciously balanced 
between 
modern works and 
established "classics." 
For four seasons beginning In 
1957, the orchestra's regular 
conductor was Edouard Van Re- 
moortel of Belgium. 
The orchestra's season now 
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includes 44 subscription con­ 
certs, 
some 20 concerts for 
students of varying ages, and a 
series of popular and special 
concerts. In December, 1951, 
the orchestra was signally hon­ 
ored when It was chosen to 
participate In a special pro­ 
gram, 
broadcast around the 
world, marking an anniversary 
of the United Nations Declara­ 
tion of Human Rights. 
The St. Louis Symphony also 
has spread Its fame through 
annual tours covering every 
section of the country but the 
Far West. Its first tour of 
major eastern cities — New 
York, Boston and Washington— 
in the spring of 1950 was ac­ 
claimed with superlatives from 
such noted critics as Howard 
Taubman 
and the 
late Olin 
Downes.

Cotton Acreage May Be 
Smallest in 20 Years 


PO RTA G EV ILLE -- Accord­ 
ing to latest report on the 
number of acres of cotton be­ 
ing diverted under a new pro­ 
gram 
this 
year, Missouri's 
acreage may be smallest since 
1945 when 260,000 acres of 
cotton were harvested. 


“ To find a smaller acreage 
than 1945 we have to go back 
to 
1922 when 204,000 acres 
were harvested," Joe H. Scott, 
extension cotton specialist at 
the Delta Center, said. “ If we 
wind up with around 280,000 
acres of cotton this year we 
can equal or exceed last year's 
production of 390,000 bales by 
averaging 700 pounds of lint 
per acre. This would be 
a 
record per acre yield for M is­ 
souri but I believe we can make 
it if Mother Nature assists us 
just a little bit. Both dry weath­ 
er and wet weather have hurt 
us the past two seasons. 
“ As 
most farmers are far 
ahead in land preparation this 
spring there may be a tendency 
to plant too early. I hope not, 
as replanting can be costly and 
damage from soedll.ig disease 


can cause trouble all season 
long. We haven't found any ad­ 
vantage in planting much before 
May 1st at the Delta Center. We 
have learned that by waiting 
until the soil warms up we can 
get quicker and a more uniform 
stand. This gives us a big ad­ 
vantage in weed control. If we 
have escaping weeds that were 


not controlled by our pre-emer­ 
gent or pre-plant herbicides, we 
can go in early with post- 
e mergence herbicides. Where 
we have a unL'irm stand of cot­ 
ton and not plagued with seed­ 
ling diseases, herbicidal oils 
can be used after cotton gets 
an inch or two tall. The ex­ 
ception would be if cotton was 
injured by sand blast. DSMA 
o r MSMA can be used when cot­ 
ton reaches three inches in 
height if cotton is planted around 
first 
week 
in 
May. 
These 
arsenical herbicides give best 
results in warm weather. If 
planted 
before 
May 
1st air 
temperatures are usually below 
80 degrees F. and DSMA is 
not too effective when cotton 
is three inches high. 


“ I might add that chances of 
getting uniform stands are also 
greater if use high quality cot­ 
ton seed. Be sure you know 
germination. It is also impor­ 
tant to use both seed and soil 
fungicidal 
treatments. From 
what I can learn there will be 
a big increase in the use of these 
practices 
this Spring. Espe­ 
cially to control or prevent 
soil borne diseases. 
“ More interest than ever in 
use of chemicals for weed con­ 
trol this Spring according to 
dealers I have visited with re ­ 
cently. More farrtiers will try 
the 
season-long control pro­ 
gram. Also increased use of 
fertilizer to help raise yields. 
“ If we plant high quality seed 
of an approved variety, 
use 
proper fertilizer treatments, 
seed and soil fungicides, and 
obtain 
a 
uniform 
stand 
of 
healthy cotton, control weeds 
and insects. 
Do an efficient 
job of harvest. We can pro­ 
duce 700 pounds or more of 
lint per acre which will cer­ 
tainly help ease the economic 
Dressure this year."

CHARLESTON--Lester Good­ 
in, 22-year-old son of Mr. and 
M rs. Vernon Goodin, has been 
stationed in the Himalayan king­ 
dom of Nepal with the Peace 
Corps since mid-February. 
Lester, who graduated in May, 
1965, 
from 
Southwestern at 
Memphis with a B.A. degree in 
history, 
started his 
Peace 
Corps training in October. 
From October 1 to December 
24 he attended an intensive 
training course in the Nepali 
language, 
customs, 
govern­ 
mental system and problems 
conducted by the University of 
Washington, Seattle. The course 
included a week-long survival 
hike in the Rocky Mountains. 
After a one-week Christmas 
leave Goodin left January 1 for 
Seattle where he joined fellow 
Peace 
Corps 
Volunteers 
(PC V 's) for a flight to the Uni­ 
versity of Hawaii at Hilo where 
for two weeks the Nepal con­ 
tingent of volunteers spoke only 
Nepali. 
On February 1 the group left 
Hawaii for a flight to Tokyo, 
Hong Kong, Bangkok, and Cal­ 
cutta, where Lester begins his 
journal. 
For the next several weeks— 
as long as the supply of letters 
holds out--The 
Enterprise- 
Courier 
will 
print excerpts 
from the experiences of this 
dedicated young American, as 
written 
to 
his 
parents and 
friends in Charleston. 
Lester’s first letter, dated 
Calcutta, India, 
February 4, 
gives his impressions of that 
city, and continues with some of 
his initial experiences in Nepal. 
Lester writes: 
CALCUTTA, Feb. 4, 1966 
Impressions, a thousand thou­ 
sand of them, pile one upon the 
other here. What does one say? 
The incredible press of people 
everywhere, people by the thou­ 
sands, most of them going no­ 
where except to the next block, 
pacing 
both 
sidewalk 
and 
streets. 
Everywhere the eye 
moves it finds something radi­ 
cally different from anything it 
has ever experienced before, so 
that to attempt to tell impres­ 
sions would be an endless cata­ 
loging. 
At every glance one sees all the 
terrible things he has heard of 
before. 
Women, sleeping, with babies 
in their arms, on busy streets, 
one hand extended to beg; 
Children, naked or practically 
so, running up practically in 
tears to hold out a hand and 
say “ Please, sahib!"; 
Men building fires on 
busy 
streets, of paper or scraps of 
wood. I don't know why, be­ 
cause it’s warm; 
Beggars, 
alwrays 
beggars, 
many blind or pretending to be; 
People 
defecating 
in 
the 
streets; 
Men, always offering the best 
price for American dollars for 
the Black Market (at least 10 
rupees as compared with 4.65 to 
the 
dollar 
official exchange 
rate), or wanting to sell “ cold 
beer, best American Whiskey" 
on the Black Market, as yes­ 
terday 
was an 
official “ no 
liquor, no meat" day in Cal­ 
cutta. 
Prostitutes, 
soliciting them­ 
selves or through their pimps on 
the streets, and plying their 
trade in dark corners; 
A man, painstakingly breaking 
up an orange crate into two- 
or three-inch pieces, I suppose 
to sell; 
Traffic, always moving at al­ 
most breakneck speed through 
the crowded streets, mirac­ 
ulously not killing anyone that 
I saw; 


And always—children. 
These things assault me as I 
walk the street or ride in one of 
the thousands of rickshaws—a 
two-mile ride for one rupee, and 
we were well taken advantage of. 
Monkeys live on the roof of 
my hotel and people sleep and 
live on the street under my 
window. It's 10 a.m., and I've 
only been here since 5p.m. yes­ 
terday. I guess that's the rea­ 
son I am so overcome by it all. 
God bless Indira Gandhi. 
And just one comment before 
I leave for Nepali: The question 
that lingers is WHY? Why do 
people allow themselves to live 
in the face of such unending, 
inevitable 
and 
bottomless 
m isery? How do they manage 
to face each new day, not new 
at all, but so agelesslyold? The 
answer must lie somewhere in a 
mystique 
that we 
know as 
“ Eastern," as well as in the 
simple, and easy “ preserva­ 
tion of the species" and “ Self- 
preservation." 
BAGLUNG, Nepal, Feb. 17,1966 
I read the above and realize 
that so much has happened in 
this past week, almost two, that 
Calcutta and the feelings 
it 
evoked seem very far away in­ 
deed. 
In what follows I am 
going to attempt to describe the 
past few days--my stay in Bok­ 
hara, the walk to Baglung, to­ 
night, my first night here of 
(hopefully) many—and in doing 
so this letter may assume the 
proportions of a minor tone. 
I am going to try to write it 
in the next 24 hours or so, 
while things are fresh in my 
mind. I may not be able to. 
I have a lot of settling in to 
do, 
people to meet, etc. We 
shall see. 
Left 
Katmandau 
(capital of 
Nepal) last Friday, after a six- 
hour wait for a plane, and flew 
to Pokhara. On board were four 
Peace 
Corps 
Volunteers 
(P C V 's), four Germans, three 
Nepal is, one Australian, one 
Tibetan Buddhist who counted 
prayer 
beads and 
prayed 
throughout the entire flight and 
cargo stacked in the aisle. 
We 
stayed in Pikhara until 
Monday morning, leaving about 
I I a.m. with six porters. We 
stopped outside Pokahra at noon 
at the Tibetan refugee camp and 
met the young fellow who runs 
it plus a fairly obnoxious cou­ 
ple from New York who were 
visiting. 
We 
were having quite cold 
nights and I realized that with 
my usual unerring foresight I 
left my heavy coat to be sent 
later 
in my 100 pounds--to 
* 
arrive about June, just in time 
for the monsoon. Therefore I 
realized that I really needed 
something to keep warm with, 
lest I catch sniffles. 
So I asked one of the guys 
running the camp if he knew 
where I could buy some sort of 
coat, and he says yes, that he 
has one he wants to sell. 
So I end up buying an Afghan­ 
istan! coat from a Peruvian in

Tibetan refugee camp 
in 
Nepal. And what a coat it is!

veterinary division of the M is­ 
souri department of agriculture 
was credited with “ greatly im­ 
proved" surveillance 
in 
its 
brucellosis 
eradication 
pro­ 
gram 
during 
1965 by the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture, 
Dexter 
Davis, 
state commissioner of agri­ 
culture, reported. 
He noted that in the USDA 
Progress Report for the cal­ 
endar 
year 
1965, 
Missouri 
chalked up a 92 per cent in­ 
crease in the number of herds 
tested over the previous year. 
This number jumped from 32,- 
330 herds in 1964 to 62,272 
in 1965. In addition, nearly 9 
per cent more cattle were tested 
(511,155) than in 1964. At the 
same time, the number of re­ 
actors dropped to 2,328 in 1965, 
a decline of about 2 1/2 per 
cent from the previous year.

PORTAGEVILLE — Accord­

cotton were harvested. 
"To find a smaller acreage 
than 1045 we have to go back 
to 1922 when 204,000 acres 
were harvested,** Joe H. Scott, 
extension cotton specialist at 
the Delta Center, said, “ lf we 
wind up with around 280,000 
acres of cotton this year we 
cen equal or exceed last year's 
production of 390,000 bales by 
averaging 700 pounds of lint 
per acre. This would be 
a 
record per acre yield for Mis* 
sour! but I believe we can make 
it if Mother Nature assists us 
Just a little bit. Both dry weath­ 
e r and wet weather have hurt 
us the past two seasons. 
“ As most farmers are far 
ahead in land preparation this 
spring there may be a tendency 
to plant too early.

We 
have learned that by waiting 
until the soQ warms up we can 
get quicker and a more uniform 
stand. This gives us a big ad­ 
vantage in weed control. If we 
have escaping weeds that were 


not controlled by our pre-em er­ 
gent or pre -plant herblc ides, we 
can go in early with post­ 
emergence herbicides. Where 
we have a uniform stand of cot­ 
ton and not plagued with seed­ 
ling diseases, herbicidal oils 
can be used after cotton gets 
an inch or two tall. The ex­ 
ception would he lf cotton was 
Injured by sand blast. DEMA 
or MSMA can be used when cot­ 
ton reaches three Inches In 
height lf cotton ta planted around 
first 
week 
in May. 
These 
arsenical herbicides give best 
results in warm weather. If 
planted before May 1st air 
tem peratures are usually below 
80 degrees F. and DSMA la 
not too effective when cotton 
is three inches high. 


" I might add that chances of 
getting uniform stands are also 
greater lf use high quality cot­ 
ton wed. Be sure you know 
germination. It la also impor­ 
tant to use both seed and soil 
fungicidal 
treatments. From 
what I can learn there will be 
a big Increase in the use of these 
practices 
this Spring. Espe­ 
cially to control or prevent 
soil borne diseases.

Men, always offering the best 
price for American dollars for 
the Black Market (at least IO 
rupees as compared with 4.65 to 
the dollar official exchange 
rate), or wanting to sell “ cold 
beer, best American Whiskey" 
on the Black Market, as yes­ 
terday 
was an 
official “ no 
liquor, no meat" day In Cal­ 
cutta. 
Prostitutes, soliciting them­ 
selves or through their pimps on 
the streets, and plying their 
trade in dark corners; 
A man, painstakingly breaking 
up an orange crate Into two- 
or three-Inch pieces, I suppose 
to sell; 
Traffic, always moving at al­ 
most breakneck speed through 
the crowded streets, mlrac* 
ulously not killing anyone that 
I saw; 


And always—children. 
These things assault me as I 
walk the street or ride lnoneof 
the thousands of rickshaws—a 
two-mil* ride for one rupee, and 
we were well taken advantage of. 
Monkeys live on the roof of 
my hotel and people sleep and 
live on the street under my 
window.

when it refused to rehire five 
Negro teachers. 
The panel ordered the board 
to immediately offer employ­ 
ment to two of these teachers 
and to inform two others of 
future vacancies. 
This 
decision was handed 
down as a result of the com­ 
mission’s first public hearing 
under the state fair employ­ 
ment practices act which went 
into effect in 1961 and was the 
first such state FEP case in 
the 
nation involving Negro 
teachers discharged when for­ 
merly segregated schools were 
integrated as a result of the 
civil rights act of 1964. 
The hearing panel consisting 
of Milton Litvak of St. Joseph, 
Miss Lucile Bluford of Kansas 
City, and Prof. William P. Mur­ 
phy of Columbia found that the 
school board had segregated 
students and teachers in the 
past in violation of supreme 
court decisions dating back to 
1896, had desegregated students 
in 1965 to avoid losing federal 
funds and had discriminatorily 
failed to rehire its Negro teach­ 
ers because it felt the federal 
regulations did not apply to 
teachers and because it was 
unaware of the state FEP law. 
The proceedings originated 
when five Negro teachers for­ 
merly employed at an all-Negro 
school by the Rives school dis­ 
trict in Dunklin county were in- 
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formed 
that their contracts 
would not be renewed shortly 
after the district combined its 
previously all-white school and 
its previously all-Negro school. 
The teachers filed complaints 
alleging that this treatment was 
because of their race. 
The 
commission panel re ­ 
jected the school board’s claim 
that they had based the decision 
not to rehire the Negro teach­ 
ers on an objective finding that 
the Negro teachers were not 
qualified. The panel said: 
“ The true reason the Negro 
teachers were not retained was 
that they were Negroes.” 
In rejecting the school board’s 
claim that it had evaluated the 
teachers on the basis of their 
merits, the panel said that there 
was not any evidence that the 
school system: 
“ . . .ever made a serious and 
studied effort to evaluate these 
Negro teachers on any planned 
and systematic basis and we

largely of after-the-fact ra ­ 
tionalization.” 
The Commission panel then 
proceeded to make the system­ 
atic evaluation which it found 


the school board had not made,

Alex Cooper, former principal 
of the Negro St. Paul School, 
and Mary Ann McGee. 
Based on its evaluation, the 
panel ordered that two other 
teachers, Ruthie Lee Boyd and 
Ernestine Mitchell, be notified 
of vacancies occurring within 
the next year and given non- 
discriminatory 
consideration 
for those vacancies if they are 
still interested in being em­ 
ployed. As to a fifth teacher, 
the panel found that if the school

crim inatory evaluation it could 
have found she was unqualified.

In appraising the qualifica­ 
tions of complainant Cooper 
in detail, the panel pointed out 
that he was first in his class 
in high school, a three-letter 
man four consecutive years, 
and a winner of the “ best all- 
around student” award.

Thirty one hours and 4,550 
miles after taking off from 
Honolulu, weary but jubilant 
Je rrte Mock arrived home late 
Sunday night with another world 
record under her wing. 
The tiny 40-year-otd aviatrix, 
who nearly two years ago be­ 
came the first woman ever to 
fly solo 
around the 
world, 
touched down at Port Columbus 
Airport at 10*36 p.m. on the 
longest nonstop airplane flight 
ever made by a woman. 
M rs. Mock bettered the old 
mark of 3,671 m iles, set in 
1938 by three Russian women, 
by nearly 900 m iles. 


M rs. Mock now claim s 
four 
records: speed 
around the 
world In a plane under 3,850 
pounds; speed over a 500-kilo­ 
meter course In a plane under 
3,850 pounds and the latest dis­ 
tance record. 
She couldn't have added an­ 
other m ile to the mark, land­ 
ing nearly out of fuel and keep­ 
ing a crowd of about 500 well 
wishers anxiously in doubt until 
just before she arrived as to 
whether she would make it. 
The 5-foot, 105-pound pilot 
took 
off from Honolulu, bol­ 
stered by three ham-on-rye 
sandwiches and a vacuum bottle 
of water, at 4:34 p.m., Saturday.

JEFFER SO N CITY, Mo. -- A 
hearing panel of the M issouri 
commission on human rights 
today found that a Southeast 
M issouri school board had dis­ 
criminated 
because of race 
when it refused to rehire five 
Negro teachers. 
The panel ordered the board 
to Immediately offer employ­ 
ment to two of these teachers 
and to inform two others of 
future vacancies. 
This 
decision was handed 
down as a result of the com­ 
m ission's first public hearing 
under the state fair employ­ 
ment practices act which went 
into effect in 1961 and was the 
first such state F E P case In 
the 
nation involving Negro 
teachers discharged when for­ 
m erly segregated schools were 
Integrated as a result of the 
c iv il rights act of 1964. 
The hearing panel consisting 
of Milton Lltvak of St. Joseph, 
M iss Luc lie Bluford of Kansas 
City, and Prof. W illiam P. M ur­ 
phy of Columbia found that the 
school board had segregated 
students and teachers In the 
past in violation of supreme 
court decisions dating back to 
1896, had desegregated students 
in 1965 to avoid losing federal 
funds and had d iscrim in ato ry 
failed to rehire Its Negro teach­ 
ers because It felt the federal 
regulations did not apply to 
teachers and because It was 
unaware of the state F E P law.

that their contracts 
would not be renewed shortly 
after the district combined its 
previously all-white school and 
its previously a ll-Negro school. 
The teachers filed complaints 
alleging that this treatment was 
because of their race. 
The 
commission 
panel re­ 
jected the school board's claim 
that they had based the decision 
not to rehire the Negro teach­ 
ers on an objective finding that 
the Negro teachers were not 
qualified. The panel said: 
"T h e true reason the Negro 
teachers were not retained was 
that they were N egroes." 
In rejecting the school board's 
claim that It had evaluated the 
teachers on the basis of their 
m erits, the panel said that there 
was not any evidence that the 
school system: 
**. . .ever made a serious and 
studied effort to evaluate these 
Negro teachers on any planned 
and systematic basis and we 
believe that (the school superin­ 
tendent's) testimony concerning 
their 
competence 
consisted 
largely of after-the-fact ra­ 
tionalization." 
The Commission panel then 
proceeded to make the system­ 
atic evaluation which It found 


the school board had not made, 
and on the basis of that evalua­ 
tion it ordered immediate re ­ 
hiring for two of the teachers— 
Alex Cooper, former principal 
of the Negro St. Paul School, 
and M ary Ann McGee. 
Based on Its evaluation, the 
panel ordered that two other 
teachers, Ruthle Lee Boyd and 
Ernestine M itchell, be notified 
of vacancies occurring within 
the next year and given non­ 
discrim inatory 
consideration 
for those vacancies lf they are 
still interested in tieing em ­ 
ployed. As to a fifth teacher, 
the panel found that lf the school 
board had made a 
non-dis- 
crim inatory evaluation It could 
have found she was unqualified. 
The panel ordered the com­ 
plaint of E rls W illiam s dis­ 
missed on this basis. 
In appraising the qualifica­ 
tions of complainant Cooper 
in detail, the panel pointed out 
that he was first In his class 
In high school, a three-letter 
man four consecutive years, 
and a winner of the "best all- 
around student" award. He had 
graduated from Lincoln Univer­ 
sity, served as a Second Lieu­ 
tenant In the U.S. Arm y, and had, 
while serving In Korea, spent 


part of his time teaching white 
enlisted men under the educa­ 
tional program of the armed 
forces institute. They noted that 
he had been replaced by a white 
applicant who had no experience 
(as compared with Cooper's six 
years), who had just graduated 
from college and obtained his 
first teaching certificate, who 
had been on academic proba­ 
tion more than once during his 
college career, and who had no 
background 
In 
sports 
and 
athletics and who had even failed 
a course in physical education. 
The commission commented: 
" B y almost any standard — 
m aturity, qualifications, expar- 
lenca— Cooper was definitely 
the superior of the two. The 
applicant who got the job, how­ 
ever, was w hite." 
A 
copy of the commission 
decision is available 
in the 
Commission office in Je ffe r­ 
son City. 


After the five complaints were 
filed , they were Investigated by 
the Commission staff 
and a 
member of the commission. On 
the basis of that Investigation, 
a finding of "probable cause" 
was made. Then, In accord with 
the state F E P statute, a rep­ 
resentative of the commission 
met with the school board to 
attempt to persuade them to 
comply with the statute on a 
voluntary basis. 
Only when these conciliatory 
efforts failed did the next stage 
of the statutory procedure — the 
public hearing — occur. In 
accord with the statute, the 


commissioner who had partici­ 
pated in the investigation was 
not on the hearing panel. n S 
three-member panel co n d u cte d 
Its hearing In the Dunklin Coun­ 
ty Court House in Kennett on 
November 19 and 20, 
1965. 
The case for the state was 
presented by Jam es J. M ur­ 
phy, assistant attorney ga**" 
eral. After the hearing, both 
sides presented briefs and sub­ 
sequently argued their positions 
in oral arguments in Jefferson 
City April I. 
The commission has received 
more than 4 5 0 complaints under 
the state fair employment prac­ 
tices act since it went into ef­ 
fect in 1961. To date, all other 
cases have been settled in the 
conciliation stage. This is the 
first case to go to a public 
hearing. 
In addition to the fair employ­ 
ment practices act, the M is­ 
souri commission on human 
rights 
also 
adm inisters the 
state's new public accommoda­ 
tions law.
